Conference of Hospital Chemists - 


OSPITAL chemists from all States of 

H the Commonwealth gathered together 

this month in conference to discuss 
matters of common interest. 


A report of the Conference and of some of 
the technical papers presented at the Con- 
ference are published in this issue of the Jour- 
nal. 


The reports make interesting reading and 
serve to focus attention upon an important 
section of the pharmaceutical profession. 


It is pleasing to note that organisation of 
hospital pharmacists has reached a point which 
enables representatives to come from all parts 
of Australia, for the purpose of reviewing the 
problems confronting them; of meeting col- 
leagues on a personal footing; and of col- 
laborating on questions affecting the rights 
and interests of their members. 


The fact that representatives of this section 
of pharmacy were able to organise a success- 
ful conference is indicative of very commend- 
able interest, and a desire on their part to 
advance their status. It also discloses an 
awareness of the need for co-operative action, 
in matters of peculiar interest to their mem- 
bers. 


Many of the problems of hospital chemists 
are common to all sections of the profession. 
Every section of pharmacy is vitally interested 
in conserving the rights of qualified pharma- 
ceutical chemists wherever they may serve; in 
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maintaining standards of professional practice; 
in guarding against the incursion of unquali- 
fied persons into the rightful domain of phar- 
macy; in ensuring professional independence 
in relation to the practice of pharmacy. Each 
section should, therefore, support the actions 
of every other section in striving for the up- 
holding of these principles. 


Integration of all sections of pharmaceu- 
tical activity is a desirable objective. Every 
branch has a specific function to perform, 
and all should work in harmony for the gene- 
ral good. 


In this country, basic training for all phar- 
maceutical chemists is the same whether they 
are to proceed to retail pharmacy, institutional 
pharmacy, or pharmaceutical manufacturing. 
Weakness in any link must weaken the entire 
structure. 


The endeavours of any particular branch to 
improve conditions or standards should, there- 
fore, receive the sympathetic support of all 
other sections. 


The Society of Hospital Pharmacists of 
Australia is to be congratulated on organising 
another successful Conference. This is a 
section of pharmacy which is not as highly 
organised as some other branches in this 
country, or as its counter-part in other coun- 
tries. Its efforts, therefore, should receive the 
sympathetic interest and encouragement of the 
whole of the profession.

Poisoned Children 

Accidental poisoning of children continues to take its 
tragic toll and very little positive action appears to be 
taken by Governments or other authorities to minimise 
the dangers. There has unhappily been much talk, but 
little work directed towards this urgent problem. In 
small measure the publicity of pharmaceutical organisa- 
tions and governmental authorities has brought to par- 
ents and to persons handling poisons a realisation of 
their inherent dangers and the necessity for care in 
dealing with them. A fact not recognised sufficiently 
is that many medicinal preparations innocuous enough 
to adults can be highly dangerous if taken in quantity 
by infants. A recent investigation of children admitted 
to hospital after having swallowed hazardous substances 
is being carried out by the Department of Public Health 
in South Australia. 


“The Bunyip,” published in Gawler, South Australia, 
reports that of 152 children sufferers whose cases were 
investigated, those in the 17-25 months age group were 
affected most frequently. The peak occurred at 23 
months. Of the substances swallowed 33 per cent. were 
medicines, 29 per cent. were petroleum products, 19 per 
cent. were pesticides, weedicides, etc. Kerosene was 
concerned in 58 per cent. and turpentine in 28 per cent. 
of children respectively who were listed under the cate- 
gory of “petroleum substances.” 


Monthly Magazines 


Pharmaceutical chemists are well aware of the manner 
in which magazines of the digest type exercise on the 
buying proclivities of the public. This influence can be 
beneficial or it may be of no account, or in some cir- 
cumstances can be harmful. The printed word unfor- 
tunately is taken too literally and regarded as gospel by 
the great majority of people. Too serious acceptance 
of magazine and newspaper articles dealing with medi- 
cal topics was the subject last month of a warning by 
the Canadian Medical Association. 


Dr. Frederick Kalz of Montreal, who wrote the warn- 
ing for the Association journal, said: “Medical reports 
in the lay press do not serve a useful purpose of convey- 
ing factual information. Rather they cause anxiety in 
the neurotic and false hopes and confusion in others.” 
He referred particularly to a newspaper account of the 
new drug, Griseofulvin, which is being used against 
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News of Pharmaceutical Events at Home and Abroad 


fungi skin diseases, such as ring worm and tinea. He 
said a succession of patients had come enthusiastically 
to him asking for the latest cure, although the drug was 
ineffective against many of their types of ailment. 
Patients did not read the article for information, but 
solely with reference to their own skin trouble. 


The National Education Conference 


Pressing problems facing those responsible for educa- 
tion in the coming years were discussed by some 3200 
delegates from all States gathered together in the 
National Education Conference held in the Leichhardt 
Stadium, Sydney, on May 21, 1960. 


Professor S. E. Wright, Professor of Pharmaceutical 
Chemistry, attended at the request of the Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association of Australia, as a pharmaceutical 
representative. 


Factors leading up to the unprecedented increase in 
the school populations of Australia were discussed, and 
a resolution was passed urging the Federal Government, 
through the Prime Minister, to make immediately a 
substantial emergency grant to State Governments for 
education services; to set up a national committee of in- 
quiry, patterned on the Murray Committee, to report on 
the needs of primary, secondary and technical education 
throughout the Commonwealth. 


A further resolution called all State Premiers to take 
similar action. 


The Conference also passed the following:— 
Implementation Resolution 
That this representative Conference requests— 


1. The Sponsoring Organisations to launch a nation- 
wide petition based on Conference decisions for 
presentation to the Federal Government. 

2. All delegates to report back to their respective 
organisations with the purpose of securing endorse- 
ment of the Conference resolutions and conveying 
such endorsement to the Prime Minister, Leader 
of the Federal Opposition, their State Leader, 
Leader of the Opposition, Federal and State Mem- 
bers of Parliament. 

Wherever possible, such representations be for- 
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warded prior to the forthcoming Premiers’ Confer- 
ence and Loan Council Meeting. 

. The Branches of the Sponsoring Organisations to 
take the initiative in their respective States in 
organising public meetings, letters of support for 
Conference Resolutions to the Federal and State 
Governments and any other appropriate action 
deemed necessary. 

. The Conference Sponsoring Organisations to en- 
deavour to organise a representative deputation 
to the Prime Minister. 


Experts for some time past have predicted that the 
peak of the demand for teaching in all spheres—primary, 
secondary, tertiary—will be Teached in 1962, and that 
advanced planning is necessary to meet the demand. 


Pharmacy in Australia has not been able to train in 
its teaching institutions a sufficient number of people 
to meet the community’s requirements and is therefore 
involved in these problems. 


Control of Tranquillisers 


So-called tranquillising drugs in the past few years 
have received a great amount of publicity, which has 
stimulated the demand for them. 


Experience, especially overseas, where sales were 
numerous, indicates that indiscriminate and unlimited 
use of these drugs is undesirable. In the U.K., the 
U.S.A. and some Australian States control of a number 
of groups of drugs in this category has been subjected 
to restrictions under the Poisons Acts. A recent report 
indicates that similar action is being taken in Tasmania 
and that certain tranquillisers are to be included in a 
schedule which will make their purchase in that State 
possible only on a medical prescription. 


The Minister of Health made a statement to this effect 
recently. A report from New South Wales suggests 
that the Government in that State is considering the 
banning of over-the-counter sales of “pep drugs” end 
tranquillisers. 


Control of Narcotic Drugs 


International conventions for the control of narcotic 


drugs emphasises the serious responsibilities of 


Governments. 


The contracting Governments are bound by solemn 
obligations to supervise and control the manufacture 
and distribution of substances capable, or believed cap- 
able, of producing addiction and the need for this has 
been amply demonstrated by widespread addiction in 
various countries at different periods. Fortunately, 
Australia has not been greatly troubled with the evil 


of addiction. A note of concern, however, was sounded 
by Senator McManus in the Federal Parliament recently. 
The Senator referred to a statement by an officer of 
the Department of Customs tha: exporters of dangerous 
narcotic drugs from Asian countries were turning their 
attention to Australia, following successful measures 
adopted in the U.S.A. and other countries to block the 
nefarious traffic. 


The Minister for Customs, Senator Henty, in reply, 
confirmed that this statement was made by the Comp- 
troller General of Customs. The Customs Department 
kept a close watch on the position. It realised that 
successful steps had been taken in other countries to 
reduce the introduction of narcotics and that Australia 
was probably receiving more added attention by ex- 
porters. The Department was constantly at battle with 
people who were peddling narcotics. They received 
advice from practically every other country, because the 
authorities in other countries, realising the extent of 
the traffic and the damage it could do, acted together 
and informed one another through their customs agen- 
cies on the latest developments. 


Radio and TV Advertisements 


Existing Commonwealth legislation provides for the 
prior approval of advertisements for drugs and medicines 
before they are broadcast. Much undesirable and mis- 
leading publicity, however, gets by and there is need 
for much stricter supervision. 


It is interesting to note, therefore, that the National 
Health and Medical Research Council has recommended 
the widening of Commonwealth powers to supervise 
medical advertisements on radio and TV. The Depart- 
ment of Health during the month released details of the 
Coun¢il’s recommendations. These included a proposal 
that the Government should extend control to clarify 
its authority in regard to advertising of medicines and 
medicinal preparations. The present supervision is that 
the Controller General of Health, or his representative, 
must approve the text of an advertisement relating to 
medicines before its broadcast or televising. 


The Council, according to a press release, recommends 
the substitution of the words, “a substance or appliance 
for which a therapeutic use is claimed” for the word 
“medicine.” The Council further suggested that the 
Government, with publishers and advertisers, take steps 
to draw up a uniform code for poisonous substances and 
appliances. 


Commenting on the present controls under the Broad- 
casting Act, “The Medical Journal of Australia” (June 
11, 1960), expresses the opinion that the legislation is 
too limited in its scope and offers the opinion that the 
proposed amendment seems reasonable. This amend- 
ment would not mean suppression of legitimate adver- 
tising, but would ensure control that would be in the 
public interest. No honest advertiser, it states, should 
have cause to object to the suggested extension. 
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CHLORBUTOL IN OPHTHALMIC VEHICLES 


PART 1: ANTIBACTERIAL EFFECT AGAINST 
MICROCOCCUS PYOGENES VAR. AUREUS B 313

(Pharmacy Department, University of Adelaide) 


In a preliminary study (1) into the bactericidal effects 
of various substances used in ophthalmic vehicles, it 
was found that none of the vehicles tested was entirely 
satisfactory against Micrococcus pyogenes var. aureus 
and Pseudomonas aeruginosa even though many sub- 
stances which had previously been claimed to be satis- 
factory were included. For every vehicle tested and at 
all periods of contact at least some positive cultures 
were obtained. It was suggested that this may be due 
to the presence of a few survivors which are always 
present but which may or may not be taken over into 
the test sample. Further it was suggested that a 
technique which determined the rate of kill of the 
contaminating organism might lead to a more accurate 
assessment of the test substance. 

The present paper records an investigation into the 
rates at which Micrococcus pyogenes, var. aureus B 313 
is killed by various chlorbutol solutions. 


Procedure 


The organism was maintained on agar stabs and 
transferred to new stabs at approximately weekly in- 
tervals. As required a week old stab was used to 
inoculate an agar slope. After 48 hours a tube of 
nutrient broth was inoculated from the slope. After 
18-20 hours the broth culture of the organism was diluted 
100 times with sterile water and one drop (0.02 ml.) 
of this dilution was added to 20 ml. of the test solution. 
(The number of organisms present in such a ~— was 
determined by plating out further dilutions of this 
solution.) 

The contaminant was evenly distributed through the 
test solutions by shaking before each sample was with- 
drawn. Samples of suitable size, measured by calibrated 
droppers, were added to at least two or three times 
their volume of sterile water placed on the surface of 
dried agar plates. The liquids were mixed and evenly 
distributed over the surface of the plate. When the 
liquid was absorbed (+ 2 hours) the plates were incu- 
bated with lids raised for 24 or more hours and the 
number of colonies counted. The number of drops of 
contaminated vehicle was chosen to give about 100 
colonies per plate initially and as the number of viable 


organisms decreased the volume taken was increased 
up to 0.5 ml. per plate. 

Three separate samples of each solution were plated 
out after 6, 12, 18, 24, 30 and 40 minutes. On the 
assumption that one colony arose from each viable 
organism, the number of organisms present per ml. of 
vehicle after each interval of time was calculated. 

In preliminary tests the chlorbutol was dissolved by 
shaking with sterile water in a McCartney bottle, 
aluminium foil being used to cover the rubber inset to 
eliminate losses by sorption. It was found in general 
that solutions prepared immediately before use were 
less effective than comparable solutions prepared on the 
previous day. On the assumption that increased activity 
was due to hydrolysis of a small proportion of the 
chlorbutol, and that the remaining chlorbutol was more 
effective at the lower pH (about 5), the activities of 
0.5% chlorbutol at pH 5.0 and 7.1 were compared; the 
former was found to be much more effective. Phthallates 
seemed not to affect the activity of chlorbutol and all 
results reported here were obtained with chlorbutol 
dissolved in M/40 phthallate buffer, pH 5.0. 


Effect of Temperature 


To determine the effect of temperature on the rate at 
which the organisms were killed, the standard inoculum 
was added to 0.4% chlorbutol solution maintained at 
temperatures of 20 deg. and 30 deg. C. The importance 
of adequate control of temperature is shown by the 
results in Figure I

Applicants must submit an outline of the pro- 
ject they propose to carry out together with 
evidence of their ability to do so. Each appli- 
cant must forward with the application the 
names of three suitable persons as referees. 
One of the referees should be the head of the 
Pharmacy Department or College of Pharmacy 
from which he graduated. 


Referees must send their reports direct to the 
Hon. General Secretary. Envelopes must be 
endorsed “H. W. Woods Travelling Scholar- 
ship—Referee’s Report.” 


3. Conditions 


(a) The successful applicant will be required to 
undertake studies, investigation or research for 
a period of not less than 12 months or one 
academic year in such country or countries as 
may be approved. 


The award of the scholarship will be made by 
the Executive of the Association, and its de- 
cision will be final. 


The successful applicant will be required to 
submit to the Executive periodical reports on 
his work at times to be agreed and a detailed 
report within three months after expiration of 
the scholarship. 


An undertaking will be required from the holder 
of the scholarship that he will return to Aus- 
tralia and remain in active association with phar- 
macy for at least two years after expiry of the 
scholarship; if required by the Association he 
will undertake to deliver lectures or addresses 
on his work abroad in two or more States of 
the Commonwealth. 
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Effect of Concentration 


Table II lists the percentage of organisms surviving 
exposure to various concentrations of chlorbutol for 
various times, and these results are graphed in Figure II. 
Table I gives details of the variations in the number 
of colonies grown from identical samples; these varia- 
tions are characteristic of those found throughout the 
study. Figure II also includes a graph which represents 
approximately the activity of an 0.6% chlorbutol solu- 
tion; at this concentration the rate of kill is so rapid 
that the plot is made from very few values.

The results in rie II show clearly that concentra- 
tion is critical and that losses of hydrolysis, volatilisation 
or sorption must be avoided. The usefulness of chlor- 
butol in ophthalmic solutions is limited by this insta- 
bility; in particular loss by hydrolysis in neutral and 
alkaline solutions is appreciable (2) and is augmented 
by the reduced effectiveness of chlorbutol at higher pH. 


General Discussion 


It is sometimes claimed that a linear relationship is 
obtained when the logarithm of the number of survivors 
is plotted against time of exposure to bactericidal solu- 
tions. This linear relationship is approximately true 
for many of our results, but often some few organisms 
survive for relatively long periods and cause unpre- 
dictable deviations from the general trend. 

Berry and Michaels (3) investigated the effect of 
ethylene glycol monohexy] ether on E. coli and obtained 
curves rather than straight lines when the logarithm 
of the number of survivors was plotted against time. 
They also reported that as the severity of the lethal 
conditions was increased the sigmoid shape of the curve 
changed gradually and the curve became “convex to 
the axes.” Our results are in broad agreement with 
these findings. 

A procedure such as that set out above has some 
advantages over the “all or nothing’ methods often 
used in the investigation of antibacterial activities of 
ophthalmic vehicles (e.g. 1, 4, 5) in that it enables a 
more accurate comparison to be made of the efficiency 
of a particular bactericide under varying conditions. 
It does not, however, eliminate the variable results 
obtained when the bacterial population has been reduced 
to a low level. 

When identical volumes of the same contaminated 
vehicle are plated out the number of colonies on each 
plate are usually not identical. This variation has little 
effect on the early parts of the graph, but becomes 
significant when only a few organisms remain. 


Summary 

1. The activity of chlorbutol against Micrococcus 
pyogenes var. aureus B 313 varies with temperature 
and hydrogen ion concentration. 

2. The effectiveness decreases quickly with decrease 
of concentration and reduced concentrations due to 
sorption on to rubber closures, volatilisation and hydro- 
lysis must be avoided.

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RADIATION CHEMISTRY AND ITS APPLICATION 
TO MODIFICATION OF RADIATION DAMAGE IN 
LIVING ORGANISMS

The damage to non-living and living systems caused 
by ionizing radiations such as X-rays, and also non- 
ionizing radiations -(ultra-violet and visible light) is 
essentially a chemical change, resulting from the absorp- 
tion of energy. The chemical products which result 
from the absorption of this energy is called the radio- 
chemical yield. In the case of ionizing radiations, the 
inherent energy of the absorbed radiation quanta, is 
sufficient to change a molecule in the medium, by the 
ejection of an electron, to form an ionized molecule 
which may further dissociate into an ion pair. In water 
vapour the energy absorbed in the formation of an ion 
pair is called and is equivalent to 32.5 eV (where 
1 eV = 1.591 X 10—"* ergs). The ions produced by radi- 
ations differ from the stable ions produced when a salt 
dissociates (e.g. NaCl ~ Na+ + Cl—). In the latter 
case the ions produced (Na+, Cl-—) contain an even 
number of electrons which renders them stable, long- 
lived but relatively inert chemically. In the case of the 
free radical ions produced by irradiation (e.g. HOH 
H + OH, these always contain an uneven number of 
electrons which confers a high order of chemical reac- 
tivity, and combination with other chemical entities, 
recombination (e.g. H + OH ~ HOH) or acceptance of 
an electron to form a stable ion (e.g. H + e > H+). 
The free radicals formed in solution, and particularly 
the OH: radical, play an important role in radiation 
damage to essential molecules in aqueous systems, 
whether inanimate or living. However, the energy 
absorbed from radiation quanta is not solely used up 
in the production of ions, but also produces excited 
states. If the energy of a quanta is insufficient to eject 
an electron, it may still be sufficient to raise an electron 
in the molecule to a higher energy level, producing an 
excited state or excitation. In water vapour for every 
32.5 eV absorbed in producing radical ions, an additional 
20 eV is absorbed in producing excitations. This is a 
considerable amount of energy when it is considered 
that 4-5 eV is sufficient to break a carbon bond. Excited 
atoms and molecules are inherently unstable and must 
lose energy even in the absence of collision. Their life 
is very short and immediate dissociation (within 10—" 
seconds) may fallow excitation, or dissociation may be 
delayed and the excess potential energy of the excited 
state lost as visible light (fluorescence). On the other 
hand the excited entity may undergo a process of energy 
transfer with either (i) intramolecular or internal con- 
version, in which the molecule returns to the ground

state and its excess encrgy is converted to vibrational 
or oscillational energy and the molecule behaves as if 
it were at a higher temperature, or (ii) intermol 
conversion either by direct collision with other mole- 
cules, or by radiationless transitions in which another 
molecule separated by several molecular diameters from 
the excited molecule, may be raised to an excited state 
by a process of resonance. 


The energy from a radiation beam absorbed as excita- 
tion energy is less amenable to quantitative treatment 
than ionization energy. Its importance is clear when 
we realise that this is the sole mode of energy absorption 
in the case of non-ionizing radiations (visible and ultra- 
violet light). Whilst we measure ionizing radiations in 
terms of energy absorbed as ergs per gm due to the 
production of ions in an ionisation chamber, the radio- 
chemical yield will be the total of both ionizing and 
excitation qualities. It is convenient to measure the 
radiochemical yield of a given substance as the number 
of molecules changed (M) per number if ion pairs 


formed (N) i.e. the — ratio. In aqueous solutions since

expressed as the number of molecules changed or pro-

that G = a For G values of substances in solution 
greater than 3, it follows that the radiochemical yield 
may be due to processes other than ionization. Excita- 
tion becomes of considerable importance in such cases. 


Direct and Indirect Radiation Action.—In ueous 
solution, the chemical change in a compound may 
be due to a direct effect of the radiation quantum, and 
represented by— 

(hv) + X X(!) 

However, the change X ~ X(!) may also be brought 
about by indirect action due to the radiolysis of water— 
(hv) + HOH ~ H + OH 

—the OH radical “attacking” compound X— 

(OH + X 
In this latter reaction, the presence of molecular oxygen 
is of great importance in that it reduces the back 
reaction of radicals (H + OH’ ~ HOH), by the for- 
mation of an oxidizing peroxyl radical— 

(O) + OH HO,. 

This peroxyl radical is of particular importance in 
causing indirect damage in a cell and increasing the 
yield of X(!), particularly where X is a vulnerable 
macromolecule such as an enzyme, a polymer or protein 
found in living cells, the change in the molecule often 
being due to the change of a CH. ~ C = O bond. Indeed 
it seems established that the damage to living entities 
by ionizing radiations is largel —— dependent and 
probably 66% of all damage depends on the presence 
of oxygen in relatively low concentrations. Livin 
organisms, animals and cells, temporarily deprived 
oxygen during irradiation, require more than twice as 
much radiation dosage to cause a given amount of 
damage as when oxygen is present. This applies to 
the nr. used forms of ionizing radiation, and 
recent work has shown that the damage due to non- 
ionizing radiations is similarly oxygen dependent. It 
is of great theoretical importance that another para- 
magnetic gas, nitric oxide, will replace oxygen in radio- 
sensitisation. 


Under certain circumstances cells in the body may 
be deprived of oxygen (e.g. by poor blood supply, 
respiratory and cardiovascular disease, certain ae be 
agents, etc.), in which case their radiosensitivity is 
much lower. This has important applications in the 
therapeutic uses of ionizing radiations in medicine. 


Protective Chemical Action 


Reverting to the indirect effect of radiation in aqueous 
oxygena solutions, it would follow that if a second 
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solute (P) were present which could compete with X 
for OH and HO, radicals such that— 
(OH, HO.) + P P(!) 

—then the radiochemical yield of X(!) would be reduced. 
This is radiochemical protective action, and P is called 
a protective substance. In the test tube a wide range 
of substances act as protective agents against the radio- 
chemical destruction or change of substances such as 
proteins, viruses, enzymes, lymers, etc., and even 
simple bacterial cells! This finding has encouraged the 
hope that protective chemicals would similarly produce 
effects if injected into the whole animal before irradi- 
ation. However, one must remember that the cell is 
a structure of infinite complexity, and heterogenous 
topography at microscopic and submicroscopic levels. 
Each microsomal compartment is delineated by speci- 
alised membrane barriers, which do not allow for the 
random diffusion of either foreign chemicals or excesses 
of naturally occurring substances. Most transport mech- 
anisms are selective or facilitated, and dependent on 
work and the expenditure of ey to maintain or 
alter equilibrium states. For exampie whilst the pro- 
tective action of many amino acids is readily demon- 
strated in the test tube against a solute (e.g. a polymer 
in solution), the injection of huge amounts of amino 
acids into the whole animal fail to result in radio- 
protection, probably owing to the poor penetration of 
the carboxyl group through the membraneous barriers. 
The change of an amino acid to am amine, however, 
more readily allows such penetration, and if the dose 
is adequate, substantial radio-protection mav result, 
articularly with compounds such as cysteamine, 5- 
ydroxytryptamine, tyramine, etc. However, the dosage 
which needs to be given is very high and results in 
concomitant toxic manifestations. Recent studies have 
given rather conclusive evidence that the protection 
resulting from such amines and other substances in 
the whole animal is not due to radical competition, but 
to a deprivation of tissue oxygen, and the decreased 
formation of HO». and other oxidising radicals. If the 
present hypothesis of radiochemical events is correct it 
would seem therefore that the world wide search for 
inocuous chemicals which protect the organism against 
radiation damage resulting from accidental or unavoid- 
able exposure to ionizing radiations is likely to fail. 
Nevertheless, many other exciting avenues are being 
explored, and as a result our understanding of radio- 
chemical events in living tissues is becoming more 
accurate than that for any other physical agent. 


METRIC SYSTEM IN PRESCRIBING 


A joint meeting of the College of General Practi- 
tioners, South-east Scotland, and the Edinburgh and 
South East Scottish Branch of the Pharmaceutical 
Society debated :— 

“That there should be an immediate introduction of 
the metric system in prescribing and dispensing.” 

After a lively discussion the vote went in favour of 
the motion by the slender majority of fourteen. 

The Chemist and Druggist reported the debate in its 
issue March 26, 1960. The following passages are culled 
from that source:— 

Dr. L. Lamont opened the discussion in favour of the 
metric system, and pointed out that in all European 
countries the metric was the only system in use. New 
drugs were almost daily making their appearance in 
medicine, so that it was only fit and proper that the 
two sciences, medicine and pharmacy, should keep 
abreast in prescribing habits. 


An Opportune Time 

Schools of medicine were teaching medical students 
the use of the metric system in prescribing, and in a 
few years doctors would not be accustomed to the use 
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of the imperial system. The hardships envisaged for 
the older doctors were more imaginary than real. Dr. 
Lamont suggested the present was a most suitable time, 
with the advent of a new edition of the British Pharma- 
copoeia and of the British Pharmaceutical Codex, to 
change over at once. He urged those present to support 
the change. 

Mr. Eric Knott, speaking against the immediate 
change, outlined the early iaeey of British weights 
and measures, and then went on to quote examples of 
prescriptions written in the metric system. One which 
was of interest was:— 

Streptomycin sulphate .. 0.25 gm. 
Mist. Kaolin, Alk. .. .. 8 mls. Send 90 mls. 
Label: 8 mil four hourly. 
A survey of the liquid preparations dispensed showed 
that the prescriber still thought and wrote in terms of 
grains, minims and ounces. 

An investigation of 1470 prescriptions dispensed during 
December 1959 showed that 380 were written in the 
metric system and included preparations put up in 
metric quantities and where strengths were similarly 
expressed (the sulphonamides), 130 of the 580 were for 
packs and were written in metric (for example, cortisone 
ointment). Fifteen of the total number of scripts were 
written in the imperial for packs supplied in metric 
quantity (e.g., suspension penicillin) and twenty were 
SSepea written in metric (mist. pot. cit. 240 
mils). 

It was interesting to note that these twenty extem- 
poraneous scripts were written by a young assistant 
who during the next month reverted to the imperial 
system. 

Over a series of batches of prescriptions the percentage 
of scripts written extemporaneously in the metric system 
range from 3.44 per cent. to nil with an average of 
approximately 0.5 per cent. 

Formulas in the British Pharmaceutical Codex for 
medicines which were regularly prescribed were given 
in what could only be described as “master” form in 
the metric and in dose form in the imperial. It was 
somewhat difficult to do anything else but prescribe in 
the imperial system for the dose, since the volume of 
weight from the metric quantities was difficult to 
visualise. A like problem was met with in the case of 
tablets which were made in the imperial and prescribed 
in the metric form. Dressings were only available in 
the imperial system. A few “ethical” dressings had an 
equivalent metric measure stated on the container. 

Mr. C. G. Drummond, supporting Dr. Lamont, quoted: 
“If it is necessary to have a change, by all means let 
it be at once, to the best system that can be adapted, 
and the metric system is acknowledged by all to be 
the simplest and best.” Mr. Drummond quoted from 
records between 1896-1957 in favour of the metric system 
_ asked “How much more gradual could we possibly 


Dr. Richard Scott, speaking in favour of the gradual 
change, said that in spite of Dr. Drummond's eloquence, 
he was still of the opinion that the inevitable change 
must come about, by a process of evolution as rapid 
as possible, but certainly not overnight by drastic revolu- 
tionary means. He asked the audience to consider that 
the vast majority of the pharmacologically effective 
drugs prescribed in routine daily practice were not even 
in existence when he was a medical student—“and that 
was not really so very long ago.” Practically all new 
drugs were packed, prescribed and dispensed in the 
metric system. He thought of those drugs and of their 
dosages in the metric system. There had taken place 
in the post-war years a decided and marked swing away 
from the bottle to the tablet with a metric dose. More 
and more of his prescriptions were written in metric 
dosage, but he did not use either system exclusively, 
and that quite rapid trend towards the metric system 
had come about quite painlessly. However bizarre or 
illogical may be his mixture of imperial and metric 
prescribing habits, he had not yet met a pharmacist

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so lacking in resource, skill or knowledge that he could 
not dispense precisely what the doctor ordered. 


Progress by Education 

There were quite real practical, technical and pro- 
fessional problems relating in fact to the doctor’s freedom 
which were sufficiently important, in his opinion, to 
the medical profession and to the general public which 
caused him to come down on the side of voting against 
forcing this issue by an over-night administration fiat. 
It would take some time to wean all doctors from the 
habit of using the imperial system of weights and 
measures with all its archaic and old-fashioned incon- 
veniences. It was his submission that the transition was 
happening sufficiently rapidly in the case of doctors 
already established in general practice. He considered 
that progress by education, persuasion and evolution 
rather than revolution, lest “in our desire to bring about 
a change which is theoretically desirable and practically 
possible, we throw away the baby with the bath water 
and interfere, however moderately, with this basic right 
of the doctor to prescribe freely with the absolute 
minimum of necessary interference or control.” 


Faced with that kind of dilemma where all the logic 
and reason of the argument appeared to lie with the 
opposition, the Frenchman, considering the practical 
problems involved, would shrug his shoulders and say, 
“Au principe oui, mais actuellement non!” 


STOCK MIXTURES 


A paper by F. G. Stock, of the Research Department, 
City of Birmingham Analytical Laboratories, and pub- 
lished in the Pharmaceutical Journal (169, February 27, 
1960), reports the results of an analytical survey of stock 
mixtures kept in pharmacies in the City of Birmingham, 
with some comments and recommendations. 

Besides the technical aspects, the report is interesting 
because of some revelations of certain aspects of phar- 
maceutical practice in that part of England. Thus in 
the 118 pharmacies from which samples were taken 
(with the unreluctant co-operation of the pharmacists, 
as the author states) there were, on the average, 14 
different stock mixtures. Of all the stock mixtures, 
22.4% were double strength, 3% were four times con- 
centrated and 3.5% were eight times concentrated. The 
stock mixtures purchased from manufacturing houses 
amounted to 7.8% and 44% and were made from a 
“Pulv. pro Mist.” which had been purchased from manu- 
facturers. 

Of the stock mixtures prepared in the pharmacies, 
10.7% were found on analysis to be outside the tolerances 
for the mixtures given in the B.P.C. Of the stock 
mixtures purcha from the manufacturers 5.8% were 
outside tolerance and 22% of those made from a Pulv. 

ro Mist. were incorrect. There was not much difference 
tween the percentage of incorrect concentrates and 
the single strength mixtures. 

Stock mixtures containing insoluble ingredients were 
generally found to be satisfactory, most of the errors in 
them being traced to the practice of using a Pulv. pro 
Mist. and diluting it in an uncalibrated winchester. 
When samples were drawn from filled bottles, the in- 
soluble component was always found to be oe low 
and this is said to be due to the difficulty of shakin 
a full winchester. The author recommends that 80 flui 
ounce lots of stock mixtures containing insoluble ingre- 
dients be kept in 90 or 100 fluid ounce bottles to facilitate 
shaking, or else the bottle should be first shaken and 
about 6 fluid ounces poured out and the required amount 
then dispensed from the bulk and the 6 fluid ounces 
poured out then returned. 

Some of the author’s conclusions are: 


That, given moderation and common sense, stock 
mixtures have a proper place in pharmacy; 


Not all mixtures are suitable for storage in bulk, and 
discretion should be exercised; 

Concentrates should be avoided because of the danger 
of omitting to dilute them when dispensing; 

The effect of free salicylic acid in aspirin mixtures 
should be investigated from a medical standpoint with 
a view to drawing up limits of free salicylic acid in such 
mixtures. 

Another recommendation was to the effect that the 
B.P.C. tolerances for ingredients of mixtures should be 
widened to + 10%; but as is pointed out in an editorial 
in the same issue of the Pharmaceutical Journal, the 
existing tolerance of + 5% plus the tolerance for the 

is probably more liberal in those cases where 
justice and reason require a wider tolerance.—H.E.R.B. 


LARGE SCALE AMMONIA AND METHANOL 
PRODUCTION 


It is announced in Nature, April 16, 1960, that Imperial 
Chemical Industries Ltd. (Gt. Britain) plan that a new 
ammonia plant, with a capacity of 1,000,000 tons a year, 
and associated plants to make urea and fertilisers, is 
to be built at Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd. Severn- 
side Works, in south Gloucestershire, at a cost of up- 
wards of £10 million. This plant is expected to start 
production during 1963. This is the second important 
project that Imperial Chemical Industries has decided 
to construct on the new 1000-acre Severnside site. The 
first, announced in February, will involve the construc- 
tion of plants to make ethylene oxide and ethylene glycol, 
costing £5 million. Imperial Chemical Industries has 
also decided to extend the methanol plant at its Heysham 
Works in Lancashire. A new plant to make 30,000 tons 
a year began production there only a few months ago. 
A further extension to make an additional 45,000 tons 
a year is now to be built, and is expected to be com- 
pleted during 1962. Methanol is an important raw 
material for the plastics industry. 


RESEARCH AND THE GROWTH OF MEDICINAL 
CHEMISTRY 


The Journal of Chemical Education, April 1960, 
featured “50 Years of Progress in Medicinal emistry’ 
and printed a number of papers presented at the 50th 
Anniversary Symposium, Division of Medicinal Chem- 
istry, American Chemical Society. 


One of these by Max Tishler of the Merck Sharp 
and Dohme Research Laboratories dealt with “The 
Impact of Research on the Growth of Medicinal Chem- 
istry.” We reprint the following section of this paper 
which dealt with the Pharmaceutical Industry. 


The pharmaceutical companies recognised the need 
for a research organisation based on active collaboration 
of scientists of different disciplines. In organising its 
research, the pharmaceutical company has brought 
together under a single roof scientists diverse in training 
and background, all needed to a out a programme 

eli 


from the conceptual stage through clinical investigation. 
Men of different disciplines, such as chemists, pharma- 
cologists, pathologists, and physicians, joined together 
for the first time to collaborate in seeking solutions to 
specific medical problems. The success of this new 
concept of collaborative research may be illustrated by 
some of the accomplishments in the field of nutrition. 
Research in this field had led to the isolation in the 
pharmaceutical houses of vitamin B. in 1938, of folic 
acid in 1947, and’of vitamin Bw in 1948. Knowledge 
of the chemical structures of these vitamins and the 
synthesis of two of them demanded chemists of different 
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skills. Nutritionists, pharmacologists and pathologists 
studied the role of these vitamins in the nutrition of 
animals, whereas the importance of these vitamins in 
human health required collaboration with physicians. 
It is likely that several hundred scientists in the phar- 
maceutical industry, r = ey a number of different 
disciplines, participat in this research, collaboratin 

with each other and banded together as a unit in searc 

of defined objectives. 

The establishment of research laboratories in American 
industry in the 1930’s encouraged academic and clinical 
investigators to seek assistance of and frequently colla- 
boration with the scientists of the pharmaceutical com- 
panies in the prosecution of their research and in trans- 
forming the results of research into useful tools for the 
physician. Many important contributions resulted from 
such collaborations. The collaboration between the late 
Morris S. Kharasch and Lilly research led to thimerosal 
and ergonovine. Lederle’s and Lilly’s initial liver pre- 
parations originated from a collaboration with Minot 
and Murphy. Putnam and Merritt established the use- 
fulness of diphenylhydantoin in the treatment of epilepsy 
as a consequence of a collaboration with Parke, Davis 
and Company. Paul R. Burkholder of Yale furnished 
Parke-Davis isolates of microorganisms which eventu- 
ated in the discovery of chloramphenicol. A collabora- 
tion between E. B. Astwood, now at Tufts’ Medical 
School, and Lederle Laboratories led to the discovery 
of the antithyroid activity of thiouracil and propyl- 
thiouracil. The structures and syntheses of vitamin B; 
and of pantothenic acid were the consequences of the 
collaboration between Merck scientists and R. R. Wil- 
liams and R. J. Williams, respectively. The i , oe 
of cortisone in therapy was negligible until Philip S 
Hench and Edward C. Kendall of the Mayo Clinic, 
prompted by their own concepts, discovered the useful- 
ness of cortisone in the treatment of rheumatoid arthritis 
following the first synthesis of cortisone by Sarett. 


Research on the pharmaceutical houses has been both 
basic and developmental in nature. This combination 
of talents directed at specific objectives accounts for the 
rapid and efficient utilisation of breakthroughs in modern 
therapy, whether the breakthroughs occur in industry or 
in the laboratories of scientists located in universities 
or research institutes. When a successful penetration 
into a new area of research is made, the modern phar- 
maceutical house is superbly able to muster its forces 
and pursue the thrust to practical advantage. Ehrlich’s 
demonstration of methods fo or studying infectious diseases 
and their potential value in the search for new agents 
has been taken over and elegantly elaborated by the 
pharmaceutical industry. The discovery of tyrothricin 
in 1939 by Rene J. Dubos of the Rockefeller Institute, 
through his thoughtful study of the physiology of micro- 
organisms, and problems of antagonisms, the discovery 
of the therapeutic value of penicillin in 1940 by Chain, 
Florey, Gardner and Heatley, and Waksman’s researches 
leading to streptomycin, unleashed powerful forces in 
the drug companies which led to the discovery of the 
broad spectrum antibiotics. The discovery of the psycho- 
pharmacodynamic effect of chlorpromazine quickly 
brought into being an entirely new kind of pharmacology 
laboratory in the industry, which has already served 
in the development of a number of new agents with 
different actions for the control of mental disturbances. 
Polio vaccine, which owes its creation to the work of 
John F. Enders and of Janos Salk, brought tissue culture 
techniques and a resurgence of interest in immunology 
to the pharmaceutical industry. 

Even though the theme of this paper is directed to 
the impact or research, the total picture would suffer 
from incompleteness without a brief look at the develop- 
ment and production functions of the phaPmaceutical 
industry. These latter segments have played a vital 
part in our history, particularly since the drugs of the 
past quarter century have become increasingly more 
complicated in chemical structure and properties. 
Chemists and engineers, employing at first the tech- 
niques and equipment of the chemical industry and 
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later developing newer ones of their own, have narrowed 
the gap of time between the research investigator and 
the physician. No synthesis or isolation has proved on 
a commercial scale too difficult or too costly to deprive 
the sick of a needed drug. Without doubt, the first 
commercial production of cortisone by Merck from the 
bile acids, employing 42 consecutive reactions, was the 
most complicated and most costly synthesis man has 
carried out in factory equipment. 

The situation in the pharmaceutical industry today 
is quite different from that of 20 years ago. Every drug 
company of size has a research organisation capable 
of making new and important contributions. Each com- 
pany must have a research group to grow or even to 
survive. Obsolescence in therapy has become a major 
characteristic of the age in which we live. Actually, 
research in the pharmaceutical company generates obso- 
lescence, and to a degree one of its aims is planned 
obsolescence whereby an inadequate therapeutic agent 
is replaced by a better one. Most of us remember how 
the introduction of prednisone by Schering quickly over- 
shadowed cortisone and hydrocortisone for the treat- 
ment of the inflammatory diseases. The broad spectrum 
antibiotics like chlortetracycline, discovered in the 
Lederle Laboratories, and oxytetracycline, first isolated 
by the Pfizer research staff, rapidly lost their pre- 
eminence in this country to the parent substance tetra- 
cycline. In the more distant past, the arsenicals, in- 
cluding the arsphenamine derivatives, once major thera- 
peutic agents, passed into oblivion almost overnight 
when penicillin became available. Therapy with im- 
mune sera, once a major hope in the control of the 
bacterial infectious diseases, never reached maturity 
ong of the discovery of the sulfonamides and anti- 

iotics. 


A View of the Future: 

From what sources did our discoveries in medicinal 
chemistry arise and from where may we expect them 
to come in the future? 

A large number of our important agents have origi- 
nated from investigations related to living processes. 
This approach has been productive and will continue 
to be so long as chemists have inquiring minds. Among 
these agents of natural origin are the vitamins, hor- 
mones, and other substances which play important roles 
in metabolic processes. 

The vitamins as a group form an exciting chapter 
of the annals of the past 50 years. Today our under- 
standing of the vitamins in nutrition and the state of 
technology of vitamin production are such that vitamin 
deficiencies on an international scale can be eliminated 
if the problems of world-wide logistics were solved. 
Since the isolation of vitamin By in 1948 no other 
important accessory nutritional factor has been found, 
notwithstanding a continuity of research. In fact, it is 
believed by many that all the vitamins of consequence 
are now known. If, indeed, there are some additional 
nutritional factors, their physiological importance must 
be subtle in nature. 

We still have much to learn about the hormones of 
the pituitary glands. These incredible hormones, poly- 
ox serge and proteins in structures, have powerful regu- 
atory activities which, when accessible in abundance, 
may well unlock the door to a new era in medicine. 
There are other organs still cloaked in mystery but 
nevertheless fascinating. We must know more about 
the thymus, the hypothalamus, and the spleen — the 
compounds they contain and why they are produced. 
We also need a better understanding of homeostasis 
and of what chemicals in the body are involved in 
maintaining normal blood pressure. The advances in 
our knowledge of nucleoproteins, their relation to viruses 
and to cancer should stimulate still further new ap- 
proaches in medicinal chemistry. 

The most powerful force to ensure future progress 
will be new ideas. In the past, several concepts have 
served us well, both to satisfy in part our intellectual 
curiosity and to stimulate the search for greatly im-

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proved medicinal chemical agents. I have cited Ehrlich’s 
side chain theory and the modern counterpart visualis- 
ation of the structual interlocking of an enzyme with 
its substrate. Related to this is the extremely fruitful 
concept of biochemical competition. For example, in 
the field of enzymology, one postulates that certain 
congeners or isosteres resemble an essential substrate 
sufficiently well to fit into the receptor system of the 
enzyme. Where the congener is biochemically incapable 
of reacting like the true substrate, it may effectively 
block the substrate and prevent the enzyme from carry- 
ing out its function. If the enzyme is one that performs 
an indispensable vital function of a bacterial cell, the 
cell will die or at least be unable to grow. This effect 
was brilliantly illustrated by the work of Woods on the 
antagonism of sulfanilamide to p-aminobenzoic acid, 
an essential metabolite of many bacteria. From these 
findings stems the concept of metabolites and anti- 
metabolites. - 


INTERNATIONAL CONTROL OF NARCOTIC DRUGS 


Nature, April 2, 1960, had the following note on pro- 
gress that has been made in the control of narcotic 
drugs:— 

“Since the first international conference on the control 
of narcotics, which met in 1909 in Shanghai, there has 
been universal recognition of the importance of pre- 
venting the abuse of narcotic drugs. Before the Second 
World War, the League of Nations undertook the neces- 
sary measures for international control of illicit traffic 
in opium, morphine and other drugs used by addicts. 
Through its Health Committee, the League also dealt 
with the medical problems involved in such control. 
When the League of Nations was dissolved its functions 
were conferred upon two international organisations: 
the policy-making and administrative functions were 
transferred to the United Nations Organization and the 
specifically medical aspects came within the purview 
of the World Health Organization. 

The World Health Organization advises on the medical 
aspects of drug addiction and addiction-producing drugs. 
It is empowered to decide whether a newly discovered 
product is liable to produce addiction and should there- 
fore be subject to international control. The Organiza- 
tion takes such decisions on the advice of an Expert 
Committee on the Addiction-Producing Drugs, the acti- 
vities of which include the examination of drugs sus- 
pected of having addiction-producing properties. Since 
its inception, that is, during the past ten years, the 
Committee has examined 73 drugs and preparations, 
55 of which were found to represent a danger to public 
health. The proceedings of the Committee, accompanied 
by statements on special problems raised by drug addic- 
tion, have been published in nine reports. It also 
advises on products which, although not addiction- 
gecams drugs, can readily be converted into them. 

same Committee has also given definitions of ‘drug 
addiction’ and ‘drug habituation,’ taking into account 
armacological, psychological and public health aspects. 
ese definitions have found world-wide acceptance. 
pone, Mig range of drugs which need continual 
survey been increased by the inclusion of hypnotic 
and tranquillising, as well as stimulating agents, 
although these do not lead to addiction in the strict 
sense of the definition. 

The World Health Organization has also started to 
take an active interest in the treatment of drug addicts. 
In 1956 a Study Group on the Treatment and Care of 
Drug Addicts examined the medical features of drug 
addiction caused by opium, opiates, morphine-like syn- 
thetic drugs and cannabis, and outlin general prin- 
ciples as well as recommending rational meth of 
treatment and rehabilitation. 

The chewing of coca leaves, which is so widespread 
in many parts of Latin America, and the increasing 


abuse of Cannabis are other important problems dealt 
with by the World Health Organization, which has 
decided that both habits represent a considerable danger 
to public health, and it has suggested the form which 
international control of these types of addiction should 
take. 

The problem is complicated by the introduction of 
new therapeutic substances which may have addiction- 
producing properties and, above all, the continual dis- 
covery of new narcotics, mainly synthetic, which are 
submitted for international control every year. The 
World Health Organization follows developments very 
closely and, at the request of the Economic and Social 
Council, has undertaken studies on the chemical struc- 
ture of synthetic substances with morphine-like effects, 
the relationship between their chemical structure and 
their liability to produce addiction. The Organization 
has studied the therapeutic properties and side effects— 
especially’ the addiction-producing properties—of 30 
drugs of practical importance which have been put on 
the market as substitutes for morphine and codeine.” 


EUCALYPTS IN ISRAEL 


From the correspondence column, The New Scientist, 
April 7, 1960, it appears that Eucalyptus rostrata, intro- 
duced into Israel 65 years ago from Australia, has 
changed there its properties. Unlike its Australian 
ancestor, the Israeli eucalypt has proved to be most 
suitable for cellulose production. Australian authorities 
are seeking eucalyptus seeds and relevant information 
from Israel, as they are interested to see whether the 
Israeli eucalyptus will succeed similarly in the land 
of its actual forefathers. 

The correspondent concludes: “Thus, Israel will finally 
be able to reciprocate in kind to Australia for the 
immense help this country has received from Australia 
by supplying seeds of a tree which has not “a 4 changed 
the whole landscape and influenced climate, but which 
has also made an appreciable contribution to an essential 
sector of its economy.”

Suggestions to Pharmacists in Connection with Sampling 
of Manufactured Products by Commonwealth Depart- 
ment of Health Inspectors 


It is recommended that when a sample is taken by 
an inspector, a note of the supplier’s or manufacturer’s 
name, toegther with any batch or reference numbers 
appearing on the original container, should be recorded. 

It would be advantageous to write this information 
on the label of the sealed sample left with you, thus 
saving the keeping of a separate record. 

The sealed sample should be held until you hear 
further from the Department. Should the Department’s 
report be not completely satisfactory, immediate contact 
should be made with the supplier of the product giving 
him the full details already recorded. 

At this stage, the seal on the sample should not be 


broken. 

In most cases, the manufacturer is able to check 
either against his records or his,own control sample of 
the particular batch involved. 

Should the manufacturer find his own assay differs 
from that reported by the Government, he may suggest 
that the sealed sample be submitted to an ee ent 
analyst. 

It is felt that the above procedures would assist in 
protecting the phamacist and, at the same time, helping 


the manufacturer in clearing up any doubts oe

The former contains Iron as Ferric Ammonium Citrate. 

Citrate had no effect upon this precipitation, but 
addition of 1% Tartaric Acid to the Rubraton prior to 
adding the Homicebrin prevented precipitation. 

The preparation remained apparently stable for at 
least 21 days. —C.J.K. (Vic.). 


Sodium Thiosulphate to Decolourise Traces of Iodine 


Phenobarb % gr. 
Pot. Brom. rs gr. 
Vitamin B, 2 mg.

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To obtain the 32 mg. of Aneurine Hydrochloride it 
was decided to use tablets (1 x 20 mg.; 1 x 10 mg.; 
2 x 2 mg.) although a dilution would have been quite 
simple. It was found that the small quantity of Starch 
included in the tablets caused a purplish colouration 
with the trace of iodine liberated from the iodide, in 
a few hours 

To overcome this 4 gr. Sodium Thiosulphate was 
added to the 8 fi. oz. of mixture. This was found to 
prevent any recurrence of the starch-iodine colour for 
at least two weeks. 

Precedent for the use of Sodium Thiosulphate in this 
fashion was found in the U.S.N.F., where Potassium 
Iodide Solution (1 in 1) is permitted to contain 0.05% 
Sodium Thiosulphate, if not to be used immediately. 

This permitted concentration (0.05%) is 1} gr. in 8 fi. 
oz. In this mixture $ gr. per 8 fi. oz. is ample for the 
amount of iodide present and is unlikely to have any 
therapeutic effect. L. (Vie.).

(ii) The only suitable container for which the Com- 
monwealth Government will pay is a glass jar 
or bottle. 

(iii) Should a pensioner be given a presentation of 
Iodine of this sort, with the above directions, in 
such a container? 

(iv) We supplied a plastic LIG “puffer pack” and paid 
for the container ourselves. 

(v) The only other alternatives are to supply a straw 
or medicine dropper to be used as an insufflator; 
or to charge the pensioner extra for the con- 
tainer. The latter alternative is unattractive from 
the chemist’s point of view, particularly as this 
patient seemed to be in poor weg

This case is on all fours with the c vo for suitable 
eye-drop bottles. The cost of containers for eye-drops 
would not be great if the plastic “stopper-cap” container 
was permitted by the Commonwealth. This is a distinct 
advance over the eye-drop bottle of A.P.F. 1955. (See

In our correspondent’s case the cost would be ex- 
tremely small, as the presentation is so rare.

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Problems of Social 
Insurance in Austria 


Professor Dr. Karl Fellinger, Vienna 


Before discussing the problems of the triangle involv- 
ing patient-socialism-doctor, I ask your indulgence for 
a very short historical survey of the development of the 
Krankenkassen in Austria, just to show that we have a 
generation-old experience and that critical, as well as 
beneficial, considerations come of a rather long and 
extensive experience. 

The oldest laws about Krankenkassen are from the 
year 1837, obliging employers to pay hospital fees for 
sick workers for a maximum of four weeks. In 1854 
KK. was established by a special law for coal eo 
and similar companies. In 1888 the first general soci 
insurance law was issued, stating that og employed 
workman, apprentice, office employee, etc., had to be a 
member of one of the six Krankenkassen created. Com- 
pulsory services of the KK. included the payment of 
medical and hospital fees, medicaments and allied 
charges, and also the payment of a certain daily sum 
during days of illness. Two years later, in 1890, a pro- 
vision was made to give financial help for young mothers 
for four weeks after delivery. In the same year a special 
fund #9 financial aid for unusual situations was also 
created. 


Thus practically all the essential elements of modern 
Krankenkassen were already present at the end of the 
nineteenth century. Later provisions of this old law 
create more and more details without adding essential 
new ideas, except the establishment of insurance for 
injuries and industrial diseases, and an old-age rent 
institute. These had existed independently, but were 
affiliated with the system of KK. 

Presently the situation in our country is this: Every 
man or woman who has a job or receives a wage or 
salary must be a member of the KK. The only persons 
exempt are those who practice professions, such as 
doctors or lawyers in free practice; farmers, and such 
independent business people as store owners. All em- 
ployees are covered, including salaried executives, like 
general managers and presidents of companies. This in- 
surance also covers the spouse of the insured and minor 
children. Thus about 94 per.cent. of the Austrian popula- 
tion are, by compulsion, members of the KK. system. 

Some figures illustrate the meaning of this statistic: 

Vienna has about 1,800,000 inhabitants. Of these, 
about 1,700,000 are in the official insurance system. 
Last year the Wiener Gebietskrankenkasse covered 
350,000 wage earners, 200,000 office employees, 250,000 old- 
age or invalid rent-holders, 25,000 unemployed, 25,000 
voluntary members and 50,000 in various small groups— 
a total of 900,000. Add to this about 600,000 family 
members for a grand total of 1,500,000. The balance of 
200,000 are covered by the special Krankenkassen for 
municipal, state or federal employees and others. Of 
a population of 1,800,000, only some 100,000 to 150,000 
are not included. 

This very short and sketchy survey alone shows the 
eminent social, financial and—last but not least—poli- 
tical importance of such an organisation, which has 
become in the course of years a truly influential, power- 
ful and well-organised institution and a potent factor 
in relation to the medical profession, which is low in 
number. low in financial power and usually not very 
unified in their organisations. 


I should add that the KK. also have certain privileges 
given them by law. They are not part of the Govern- 
ment, although they are under State control. The 


Government controls their financial administration. On 

the other hand, the KK. have a right to be heard on 

all discussions of new laws, regulations and other matters. 


As an illustration of financial power: The KK. for 
Vienna has an annual income from membership fees of 
about 1,000,000,000 Sh. ($49 million), which mi 
considered exceptionally high in a country of the dimen- 
sions of the U.S., but which is enormous in a small 


country like ours. 


Expenses are naturally of about the same sum. On 
the basis of services rendered by the KK. to its members, 
the 1000 million Sh. are spent: 

. Doctors’ fees, about 200 million (20 per cent.); 
Medicaments and nursing supplements, about 160 
million (16 per cent.); 

. Hospital fees, 160 million (16 per cent.); 

. Dental treatment, 60 million (6 per cent.); 

‘ Financial payments to sick persons, 200 million (20 

r cent.); 
b ternity aid, 40 million (4.6 per cent.); 
. Administration, 75 million (7.5 per cent.). 


In spite of the comparatively high sum reserved for 
doctors’ fees, the actual payments of doctors is rather 
poor. By American st is they might be considered 
as almost ridiculous. The present system provides an 
overall payuent for one patient and for three months 
of about 35 S., or $1.30. To this are added some special 
——— e.g., for night visits, for Sunday services, 
mileage fees for out of city visits, and fees for certain 
small surgical services, etc. Altogether the average 
income of a medical Fagen we aye by the KK. is about 
8000 S. gross per month, which means about 5000 to 600@ 
net. The latter is the monthly salary of an office em- 
pages of medium rank and about 40 years of age. 

xpressed in another way, the medical income has 
dropped, and is of a rather low standard in relation to 
the high quality average work the practitioner has to do. 
Naturally you will ask why doctors work under such 
poor—even humiliating—conditions. The answer is very 
simple: because they have to. 

As shown before, more than 90 per cent. of the popu-’ 
lation are in the KK. system. The residual of 7 to 8 per 
cent. is too small for the mass of doctors to live on. 
They comprise vevaeey. the well-off people, and they go 
preferably to specialists and doctors who are better 
qualified than the average. The present situation is 
such that a young doctor can hardly exist without being 
within the . scheme. Therefore he is dependent on 
the KK. Here we touch one of the major problems—the 
problem of a mighty power which interposes itself be- 
tween patient and doctor. 

Let us consider this for a moment: While in free 

ractice the —— seeks out the doctor and expects 
is skilled help; he is in the position of the sick looking 
for help. He expects something from a learned man 
who is in a position to help him in his trouble. This 
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gives the doctor a certain dominant position which is, 
as we are well aware, an important factor in the patient’s 
treatment in view of the increasingly recognised im- 
portance of psychosomatic factors in modern practice. 

But now the patient is a member of a powerful organi- 
sation on which the doctor is ie dependent for his 
financial existence (the loss of a K contract can mean 
professional ruin for the average practitioner). There- 
fore the psychological attitude has changed. Personal 
confidence, which is connected with a help-asking atti- 
tude, has always in the past been the basis of the patient- 
doctor relationship. The contact between them was 
immediate, private and, by the universally observed 
medical code, secret. And these qualities tended to bring 
doctor and patient closer. 

Now a third person is interpolated—and a .mighty 
person—the KK. There are a number of influences 
which considerably limit the closeness of the doctor- 
patient relationship, formally and psychologically: 

First, formally: In the contract the doctor has to sign 
he gives the KK. certain formal rights of control, tne 
most important of which are:— 

The controlling doctors of the KK. (no free practice, 
good salaries) determine the necessity of the service or 
the number of services. Naturally, there is a right of 
appeal to an arbitration committee, but that takes time 
and means complications. The KK. limits prescription 
of medicaments (pharmaceutical specialties) to a certain 
list of medicines dispensed free, and to a second list, 
which means the permission of a control physician. 
Medicines which are neither on List A or B cannot be 
prescribed on account of KK. 

KK. controls the need for hospitalisation. 

In my opinion, the important principle demonstrated 
by these few examples is simply this: The interpolation 
of the powerful factor, KK. not only disturbs the imme- 
diate relationship between doctor and patient, but it 
also changes in a certain aspect the psychological attitude 
of the patient to his doctor. The patient no longer has 
the attitude of one seeking help from a doctor whom he 
acknowledges as superior in knowledge and craft. In- 
stead, he is exacting due services from his employee, if 
not to say his subordinate. Certainly the strong per- 
sonality of an experienced ‘older physician will usually 
find ways to overcome ‘this difficulty. But for the 
younger doctor, and particularly for the beginner, this 
shifting of the psychological viewpoint can be very 
important, particularly now, when the conception of 
treating the whole personality of the sick becomes more 
and more dominant. 

A secondary consequence of this psychological attitude, 
compounded by the fact that the patient has to pay noth- 
ing, is that many patients are now beginning to call 
the doctors at home for trifling reasons. Naturally, the 
doctor cannot risk refusing to take even unnecessary 
calls. Every experienced practitioner will give you 
hundreds of examples of this kind of thing. The doctor 
gets overworked and irritable, and the patient-doctor 
relationship gets more and more out of the amicable 
and confidential state and into an attitude of irritability 
and even antagonism. 


A further consequence of this changed attitude of the 
patient to his doctor is the request for unnecessary ser- 
vices. The patient demands certain definite medica- 
ments, which he has heard would be particularly useful 
for his disease. Still more difficult for the doctor, he 
demands a few days “Krankenstand” (a state of inability 
to work, with consequent payment of money for these 
days), certain cures in spas, and so forth. On his side, 
the doctor is under pressure from the KK. to keep down 
the expenses as much as possible. Since the doctor is, 
in a Way, dependent on his patients and on the number 
of patients he has, it is easy to understand how difficult 
his position sometimes is. A vicious circle develops. 
The doctor, who needs a great number of patients be- 
cause of the low individual fees, becomes yielding to 
the wishes of the patient. The patient feels the weak 
position of his doctor and increases his demands cor- 
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respondingly. Naturally, this is a particular problem 
with the old-age patients, holders of rents, pensioners, 
ete. Since they have time and are often bored, they 
often see the doctor just to spend their time in the 
interesting company of a full waiting-room. They have 
many demands. Meanwhile the KK. urges the doctor to 
give priority attention to the working population in 
recommending cures in watering places, etc. All these 
conflicts tend to increase the sometimes almost hostile 
tension between doctor and patient. 

The practitioner has sometimes 50, 60, even more 
patients in his office. Impossible, naturally, to examine 
these numbers. So he becomes more and more an 
administrative distributor. Those who seem really sick 
are referred to specialists, who are—often enough—the 
first to make an adequate physical examination. But 
the specialist is also in a difficult situation, even though 
he gets somewhat higher fees, for he depends upon the 
practitioner who refers patients to him. So, in sending 
the patient back to the practitioner, the specialist must 
consider his colleague’s difficulties. No practitioner will 
appreciate a recommendation of a series of l.v. injec- 
tions; that will mean a lot of time and no increasé in 
salary. Just this small examplc should show you that 
many considerations, outside the purely medical ones, 
influence the attitude of the doctor and are often 


dominant. 


These sketchy illustrations should be sufficient to 
demonstrate the changed situation; that is, the bilateral 
relation, doctor-patient, has changed into a triangular 
relation, dationt Ki doctor. And in this triangle the KK. 
is becoming more and more the leading partner. The 
problems arising out of this development are not just 
of economical and financial importance for the medical 
profession. What’s more important to the public in- 
terest, they have changed the old relationship of con- 


fidence and trusting partnership—if I may say so—into , 
an attitude of irritability, often distrust, and even of. 


hostility. And this seems to me the worst aspect of 
the present situation, because the art of medicine can 
only really develop itself to its highest success on 
grounds of confidence and mutual benevolence. ad 


One more important remark as I approach the end 
of this talk. So far I have concentrated on aspects: of 
the patient-doctor relationship which has, in my definite 
opinion, changed for the worse; and on the increasing 
development of the KK. system. There are also some 
affirmative aspects of the KK. system which must at 
least be mentioned. 

The main point is naturally the absolute—or almost 
absolute—freedom of the patient from every financial 
pressure during his disease. Doctor, medicaments, hos- 
pital care, nursing aids put no financial burden on his 
nervous system. 

This has benefited the patient who, naturally, is much 
more confident and at ease in the case of illness than if 
every medicine meant a financial problem. But it is 
also without doubt an important aid in the doctor’s 
duty and work, in this sense: when we have a paying 
patient (one who is not insured) there are two possibili- 
ties. He may be a very rich man or a man of moderate 
means. If he is very rich, naturally, the situation pre- 
sents no difficulties and everything necessary will be 
done. If he is a man in good but moderate omg 
such as a small shop owner, the problems become diffi- 
cult and sometimes even serious. It may be necessary, 
in the course of the disease, to arrange a number of 
radiological examinations, laboratory tests, even consul- 
tation with specialists. Everything in this list means 
expenses and sometimes rather high expenses—radiolog- 
ists particularly are not exactly cheap. A good and 
real doctor will always consider his patient’s interests 
in every way. If he knows his financial position, he will 
be hesitant to order a new radiological control, a new 
consultation with a specialist, etc. Things are limited

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to the absolute limit of necessity. This, naturally, is no 
advantage. 

I often say to my young doctors, in discussing these 
medico-human problems: It is simple to treat a rich 
man and to treat a poor man. In both cases everything 
necessary will be done without any considerations out- 
side the purely medical ones. If necessary, you will X- 
ray the intestines three times, you will test blood-proteins 
x-times again and again, etc. The problem begins with 
the man in between—if he is not a member of a KK. 

So I might conclude this short discussion of a well- 
known—and evidently not simple—series of problems, 
a discussion which, because of the shortage of time, can- 
not claim to be thorough or even really adequate, but 
can only try to show up some of the more unofficial 
problems, — of the every-day life of the doctor 
in a KK. I might conclude with a short summary about 
as follows. 

The old mutual relation of confidence and immediate 
contact between patient and doctor is doubtlessly seri- 
ously disturbed under the new system. The doctor is in 
danger of becoming more and more an employee not 
only of the KK., but—which is even more difficult—of 
the _— himself. Accordingly, he is in danger of los- 
ing his authority and his singular position as a reliable 
friend and counsel of the sick. But, on the other hand, 
the KK. system means important and highly estimable 
relief of the patient—a relief of financial and economical 
difficulty which is otherwise very often the terrible 
shadow of disease that causes sorrow, depression and 
fear not only to him but also to his family, and this cer- 
tainly does not help to improve the general healing 
situation. 

Solution of these problems evidently must lie some- 
where in the middle . . . in a system where the patient 
is freed by certain arrangements of the sorrows connected 
secondarily with the disease and which can be relieved 
by material help . . . a system which, on the other hand, 
does not destroy the freedom of the medical profession, 
its independence and the immediate character of the 
doctor-patient relationship. As I said before, the con- 
fidence and trust of the patient are the only grounds on 
which the medical profession can grow up to its real 
climax . . . where the doctor can become not only an 
efficient and learned distributor of medicine and other 
medical treatments, but a true friend and understanding 
helper of his patient, who often enough needs this under- 
standing help and sympathetic advice much more than 
the best prescriptions.

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Digestive Derangements of Horses 


Derangements of the digestive organs in horses lead to and produce the symptoms of a disease known as “colic.” 
In one form or another this is one of the commonest diseases of horses, and it is responsible for the loss of a large 
number annually. Fortunately, most cases are noticed in the earlier stages, and when treatment is administered 


Colic may be attributed to a variety of causes, but the 
symptoms exhibited are often similar. Such causes are 
parasites, calculi, strangulated hernia and intussception 
of the bowel, do not come within the scope of this 
article; only the main points in connection with daily 
common causes, prevention and treatment will be men- 
tioned. 

Most derangements of the digestive organs are due 
to errors in diet; a good and regular system of feeding 
therefore will do more to prevent digestive disease than 
anything else that can be suggested. 

The following rules for feeding are generally accepted 
as correct:— 

@ Preferably water before feeding. 

@ Feed in small quantities, and often. 

@ Do not work hard immediately after a full feed. 

@ Never give a horse large quantities of food to which 

it is not accustomed. 

If the above rules are followed, and care taken to 
ensure that only a ee feed is fed, very little 
trouble will be experienced. 


Watering 

Horses require from 5 to 15 gallons of water a day, 
the quantity depending on the temperature and the 
amount of work performed. Water is just as essential 
to a horse as it is to a man, and it should not be sup- 
posed that a horse can drink badly contaminated water 
with impunity. 

Water obtained from pools or shallow wells contami- 
nated with surface drainage or containing decomposing 
organic matter, frequently causes diarrhoea and gener- 
ally predisposes to colic. Water containing a large 
amount of sediment should not be given, as the sediment 
causes a mechanical! irritation of the mucous membrane 
of the stomach and intestines, known as sand colic. 

When at rest in the stable, water should be given 
three times a day, preferably prior to feeding. Should 
there be any doubt as to the suitability of spring or 
dam water for stock, samples may be sent to the 
Chemistry Branch of the Department of Agriculture for 
analysis. 

Water in small quantities can be given if desired an 
hour after the completion of feeding. After a long 
journey, it is a good plan to water a mile or so before 
the journey’s end and take the horse slowly in after- 
wards. This prevents chills and colic due to the inges- 
— of a large quantity of water when in an exhausted 
state 
_ An animal, after prolonged exertion or fast work, has 
its system depleted of fluid. It will not eat sufficiently 
until its thirst has been at least partially satisfied; there- 
fore, some water should be given first, and while the 
animal is still warm is the best time to give it. After 
standing, the body a falls, and to give cold 
water freely then is only to intensify the effect of the 
cold water on the system. 

Feeding 
A consideration of the anatomy and physiology of the 


horse’s stomach will greatly assist in understanding the 
digestive derangements which produce colic. 
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promptly they are usually restored to health within a few hours with no bad after-effects.

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stomach is a bag-like organ with two openin, one 
from the gullet and the other to the bowel, and is re- 
markably smal] in proportion to the animal’s size. It 
has muscular coats for the purpose of kneading and 
churning the food, and it manufactures a digestive fluid 
called gastric juice. The capacity of the organ is from 
25 to 30 pints, and digestion is most rapid when two- 
thirds full. In respect of this latter statement, it has 
been found that an excessively large feed will delay 
digestion for hours beyond the normal period. 

It is obvious that the small stomach of a horse neces- 
sitates that it must be constantly refilled in order to 
dispose of the large amount of food required by the 
animal. Food is not meant to stay long in the stomach 
or first portion of the intestines, and in the three or 
four days which it takes to go from the mouth to 
anus all but a few hours is spent in the large bowels 
at the end of the intestinal tract. 

Food should be digested and passed out quickly, and 
anything which causes retention of food in the stomach 
is liable to produce colic. To ensure rapidity of stomach 
digestion, it is essential that the food shall arrive in that 
organ in a properly prepared state. It must be thoroughly 
masticated and well mixed with saliva, and the better 
masticated the more easily it is digested in the stomach 
A horse secretes nine gallons of saliva daily. 


Good Teeth Are Essential 

For perfect mastication the teeth must be in good 
order. Frequently in young animals mastication is im- 
perfectly performed, due to faulty shedding of the first 
teeth; while in older animals the edges of the teeth 
become so long and sharp that mastication becomes 
almost impossible. Horses so affected will bolt their 
food without proper crushing, thus frequently causin 
colic through fermentation in the stomach. Teeth shoul 
be examined occasionally and treated, if necessary, as, 
apart from colic, faulty teeth are responsible for a great 
loss of condition. 

If small balls of partly chewed food are found in the 
manger, watch the horse eating, when it will probably 
be found that he gives two or three rapid movements 
of the jaws and drops the food from the mouth. This 
process is known as “quidding” and indicates that the 
teeth are badly in need of attention. 

Horses whose teeth are in good order frequently bolt 
their food from habit. This should be prevented by 
mixing chaff or dry bran with the grain and by placing 
several large stones in the manger to prevent the 
“bolters” from securing too big mouthfuls at a time. 

Another cause of bolting is the practice of giving 
boiled food. This is not only unnecessary but often 
distinctly harmful. Boiling does not increase the diges- 
tibility of food, but permits of bolting without masti- 
cation, and sudden overloading of the stomach. Fur- 
ther, boiled food, if not given directly it has been pre- 
pared, is apt to.undergo fermentation. Linseed is the 
only food that requires boiling before use. 

Should a horse’s stomach become overloaded he cannot 
relieve it by vomiting, as owing to the anatomical ar- 
rangement vomiting is impossible. To this danger must 
be added the further one that the pressure of food in 
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Classic triad: One drug alone often does 
not produce the desired analgesic and antipyretic 
effect. The nearest a to the ideal is a 
combination of drugs. Veganin, a precise formula- 
tion of three balanced ingredients, is an outstend- 
ing example of this type of preparation.

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an overloaded stomach may cause the opening into the 
small bowel to become closed also. 
When this takes place, food is imprisoned in the 
stomach, and after a short time ferments and, ultimately, 
owing to the stretching of its walls, the stomach becomes 
paralysed. Cases of this sort frequently occur, and 
rupture of the stomach is not an uncommon sequel. 


Small Feeds at Frequent Intervals 

The practical means of avoiding this and other stomach 
troubles is to give small feeds at frequent intervals, and 
to be especially careful with exhausted horses, mares 
in foal, young stock just before being broken in, and 
animals in poor condition. In the latter two cases, the 
involuntary muscles of the bowels are in just as soft 
condition as the external muscular system, and are not 
— of dealing with large quantities of food at a 

ime. 

The common predisposing causes of colic are: 

Dietetic Errors.—The foremost among these is a sud- 
den change in the feeding, such as a change from oats 
to corn and from old grain or roughage to new. A 
sound physiological reason exists for not making these 
sudden changes. It has been proved that the character 
of the food influences the quantity and quality of the 
gastric and pancreatic juices. 

If an animal is on a constant diet, the digestive system 
gradually adapts itself so that the juices produced are 
those which are most capable of digesting the food 

iven. Co uently, a sudden change in feed cannot 
digested efficiently by the digestive juices, and cases 
of indigestion or colic often ensue. Under proper con- 
ditions no food will cause colic, although some (for 
example, wheat and barley) are more indigestible than 
others; but many foods will do so if given in excess, or 
at the wrong time, such as giving lucerne to a horse that 
has been starved for a time. “Again, grass-fed horses 
suddenly put on dry feed, at being taken on a long 
journey, get colic owing to the sudden change of food. 

To avoid colic, re food at regular intervals and see 
that the food is of good quality and of proved dietetic 
value. Mouldy corn, damaged oats, or musty hay very 
often produce colic, while ge yr foods of u own 
composition, and frequently of doubtful feeding value 
also, often do a great deal of harm. Do not give green 
— in ar immature, fermented, or over-ripe condi- 

on. 

Bran mixed with maize is a favourite food, but it is 
much too laxative for a horse in work and is a frequent 
cause of an — of colic.

Faulty mastication due to defective teeth may lead 
to habitual indigestion. 
My from obvious explanation such as errors in 
feeding, probably the most common cause of digestive 
derangement is work. It is work which accounts for 
the majority of colic cases occurring towards the end 
of the day, the frequency with which the seizure occurs 
at or shortly after work, especially that of an exhausting 
nature and the practical absence of colic among non- 
working horses. Regularity of feed and regular but not 
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excessive work are great factors in preventing digestive 
diseases. 

The length of time a horse works without or 
probably more to do with colic indu by 
work any other cause. Do not work a horse more 
than two or three hours at a time without giving him a 
short rest, especially if the work is severe, and the rest 
should be without ess. A few mouthfuls of water 
and food during these short rests is good also. 

To sum up, see that a horse does not start work on a 
full stomach and do not give big feeds of any sort, more 
especially bulk feed during work. Small feeds on the 
road the main bulk of the feed, especially hay after 
work, is the best rule, but even then do not give food 
too soon after a hard day’s work—wait till rest has 
restored the animal’s digestive powers to normal. 

Watch for symptoms of indigestion, such as an offen- 
sive smell in the mouth and the presence of undigested 
oats or other food particles in the faeces. The condition 
of the skin is a good aid to detecting commencin 
digestive trouble; for example, the sudden swellings o 
nettle rash and the irritation, and often eruption, shown 
by horses too highly fed. Such observation will often 

revent colic, as the necessary measures (such as re- 
ucing the quantity of food given) can be adopted. 

A factor that cannot be overlooked in the causes con- 
tributing to colic is the way — stock are starved 
during periods of drought. Every farmer must realise 
how such periods of poverty must weaken every organ 
of the body, including the digestive organs. This weak- 
ened condition ego | results in attacks of colic when 
the horse is subject to the strain of work. 


Symptoms and Treatment of Colic 
The term colic is used to describe pain due to disease 
of an abdominal organ, and embraces such conditions as 
strangulation of the bowel and hernia. However, only 
those types of colic referable to digestive upsets will 


dealt with here. 
Sub-Acute Colic 


(a) Spasmodic Colic_—In this condition there is | 
a history of sudden change of feed, heavy work in t 
horses, excitement and chills within the previous twenty- 
four hours. The animal shows moderate pain, which 
occurs in lasting from several minutes to half 
an hour, lack of appetite, and generally will not drink, 
although it may play with its food and water and in 
some cases stand over the water trough and nuzzle the 
water continuously. It may pace about a get 
up and lie down frequently, paw the poo th its 
front feet and roll and kick its legs. Usually this t 

of colic lasts about six hours and the will o 
recover without treatment. 

Treatment, when used, should aim at relieving the 
gut spasms with atropine grain, quarter to half, given 
as a subcutaneous injection, and also at emptying the 
— tract with a laxative such as 1 pint of linseed 

A suitable drench made up of spirits of sweet nitre 2 
oz., turpentine 2 oz., spirits of aromatic ammonia 3 oz. 
and raw linseed oil 1 pint; or linseed oil 1 pint, oil of 
peppermint 1 drachm, aromatic spirits of ammonia 2 
oz. These doses are for a draught horse of medium 
weight, say 1400 lb. The dose should be varied accord- 
ing to the size and weight of the animal. 

For more efficient treatment of spasmodic colic with 
chloral hydrate or atropine, a veterinary surgeon has 
to be consulted. 

(b) Impaction of the Ileo-caecal Valve——This occurs 
most commonly in horses which are fed finely-c 
low-grade roughage. Symptoms are similar to those 
described above and the horse looks at its left flank 


continuously. If the ear is placed against the animal’s 
flank no intestinal sound can be heard. 

This type of colic is often fatal unless prompt treat- 
ment is undertaken; if the owner is in any doubt, advice 
from a veterinary surgeon should be sought immedi-

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ately. Spasm of the valve may be relieved with atro- 
ine and oily purgatives such as half to one gallon of 
iquid aerate or one pint of linseed oil should be 
given. 

(c) Impaction or Blockage of the Large Intestine — 
This is the common colic of old horses with bad teeth on 
poor roughage. It is characterised by a long course up 
to two weeks, and is associated with a dull, continuous 
pain. The animal will not eat, is constipated and passes 
small amounts of hard droppings at frequent intervals. 


Treatment here consists of oily purgatives such as 
those mentionad above, and these may be combined with 
a dose of 1 pint of epsom salts in 1 gallon of water. An 
enema of 2 or 3 gallons of warm soapy water may be 
of some value. 

(d) Sand Colic——As the name suggests, this is due 
to the ingestion of large amounts of soil or sand in the 

The amount of abdominal pain and restlessness 
varies considerably, but the commonest form is that 
where the animal has a vague abdominal pain, increas- 
ing in severity and often complicated by diarrhoea. As 
mentioned above, the animal will be off food and water, 
will pace about anxiously, get up and lie down fre- 
quently, groan on lying down, be depressed, paw the 
ground and stand in a crouching attitude with its head 
turned to its flank. Sand is apparent in the droppings 
in iarge amounts. 

Treatment consists of giving half to one gallon of 
liquid paraffin. If the condition is chronic it has been 
recommended that a daily dose of oil be continued for 


several rE and then the oil treatment stopped, and 
one pint of honey per day be given for several days. 
Acute Colic 


(a) Acute Distention of the Stomach.—In this condi- 
tion, there is usually a history of overfeeding on grains 
likely to swell, for example, whole wheat or ground 
grains which are likely to pack into a solid mass. It 
may also occur on lush easily fermentable green feed. 


Pain in this condition is much more severe than that 
described previously, and the animal rolls violently and 
throws itself about, quite oblivious of injury and pain. 
There is generalised profuse sweating, which is more 

ronounced in fat than lean animals. The animal finds 

ifficulty in breathing, which is markedly increased in 

rate and which has a sobbing character. The animal’s 
temperature is increased, although its body may feel 
cold. The mucous membrane of the eye is congested. 
The animal commonly adopts a “dog-sitting” Fr on 
its haunches with the front of the body up. breath 
is always sour and vinegary. Rupture of the stomach 
may occur. 

Treatment in this case must be instituted promptly, 
and where possible a veterinary surgeon should be sum- 
moned. If treatment is attempted by the owner, a tube 
should bé passed into the stomach, and if the stomach 
contents are fluid an attempt should be made to siphon 
them out. If the mass is immovable the administration 
of one to two gallons of paraffin or a gallon of warm 
salt solution may prove beneficial. This should not be 
pumped into, but allowed to drain into the stomach. 


Recurrent Colic 


Recurrent attacks of colic in a horse may be due to 
the continuance of bad husbandry, for example, over- 
feeding or the feeding of coarse roughage. If attacks 
persist after such malpractices have been corrected, the 
following possibilities must be considered: (a) Bad teeth, 
(b) chronic distention of the stomach, (c) eruption of 
permanent teeth in young horses. In these conditions 
attacks of sub-acute colic occur at intervals of weeks 
or months. When they are due to eruption of perma- 
nent teeth, these attacks disappear with age. When 
due to the other causes mentioned above, the attacks 
respond poorly and slowly to treatment, increase in fre- 
— with age and quite often end in the death of the 
animal.

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Throughout the English-speaking world the appren- 
ticeship system, with concurrent instruction in teaching 
institutions, as training for the profession of pharmacy is 
giving place to academic courses conducted continuously 
over a period of years and followed by a period of full- 
time practical training in a pharmaceutical establishment. 

The new system is scarcely more than at experimental 
level and, as Australian States are turning over to new 
systems, what is being done overseas should be watched 
with interest. 

In the Proceedings of the 16th Annual Meeting of the 
Canadian Conference of Pharmaceutical Faculties, held 
at St. John, New Brunswick, from August 21-27, 1959, 
there is an interesting report of a committee on prac- 
tical training. 

The constituent faculties of the Conference are the 
Maritime College of Pharmacy, Halifax; the Laval 
University School of Pharmacy, Quebec; the University 
of Montreal Faculty of Pharmacy, the University of 
Toronto Faculty of Pharmacy, the University of Mani- 
toba School of Pharmacy, the University of Saskatche- 
wan College of Pharmacy, and the University of British 
Columbia Faculty of Pharmacy. 

This report emphasised that one of the most important 
problems facing those concerned with the administration 
of practical training is that control will be such that 
trainees receive the right kind of practical experience, 
as well as an adequate amount. 

In an article by Busse published in the Journal of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association in 1957, the author 
refers specially to the apathy then exhibited by organised 
groups of pharmacy towards this phase of pharmaceutical 
education. He stated: 

“The arguments for having a highly organised and 
directed interneship training programme as part of the 
education of a pharmacist strike at the very heart of the 


“Pharmacy is a profession where certain technical and 
manipulative skills are necessary qualifications; where 
mature judgment is essential in matters sometimes in- 
fluencing life and death; where decisions regarding 
medication on an inter-professional basis are made; 
where matters of an extremely confidential nature be- 
tween physician, patient and pharmacist are always 
present, and where professional relationships of all types 
are entered into. 

“IN ADDITION, A BODY OF KNOWLEDGE IS CON- 
SIDERED TO EXIST IN THE PRACTICE OF THE 
PROFESSION WHICH DOES NOT AND PROBABLY 
SHOULD NOT EXIST IN THE ACADEMIC AREA, 
BUT SHOULD BE LEARNED FROM ACTUAL 
EXPERIENCE.” 

To indicate what is being done in some Provinces, two 
sets of regulations are appended. Both relate to prac- 
tical training. One of these—the regulations promul- 
gated in New Jersey—is published hereunder. 


State of New Jersey Interneship Regulations 

“A pharmacy approved to provide practical experience 
shall be known as ‘Approved Training Pharmacy’ and 
the programme of acquiring practical experience shall 
be known as ‘Pharmacy Interneship.’ 

“A pharmacy graduate employed in an Approved 
Training Pharmacy for the purpose of acquiring prac- 
tical experience shall be known as a ‘Pharmacy 
Interne.’ 
ne pharmacists who supervise 


must have =, for at least five years and suc 
registered pharmacist is known as a ‘Pharmacy Interne 
Preceptor.’ Both he and the owner of the pharmacy 


must —- their willingness to co-operate with the 
Board of armacy in developing Pharmacy Interne 
Training and to report to the board from time to time as 
requested on the progress and aptitude of a Pharmacy 
Interne under their supervision. 5 

“In the management of an Approved Training Phar- 
macy the emphasis must be on activities connected with 


The Importance of Practical Training 
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the distribution of articles and services pertain to 
medical care, including drugs, medicines, prescriptions, 
medical supplies and materials. 

“The total number of prescriptions compounded, in- 
cluding renewals, must be at least equal to the mean 
number compounded per year in the pharmacies in the 
county in which located. (This means that a pharmacy 
ro for interneship training must rank in the top 
half in volume of prescriptions compounded in the 
coy. in which located.) In New Jersey a minimum 
of 5 prescriptions per year is necessary for approval, 
if two internes are engaged, the prescription volume 
must be twice the mean figure, with a minimum of 
10,000 prescriptions. 

“The minimum practical experience required shall 
be one calendar year of 52 weeks, with not less than 48 
hours of actual service per week. If a lesser number of 
hours are worked per week, proportionate credit will 
be granted, but no credit will be granted for any time 
in excess of 48 hours per week. 

“Credit toward the practical experience requirement 
may be given for work in a hospital pharmacy on the 
following basis: The experience must have been obtained 
in a hospital with-an out-patient department maintain- 
ing a pharmacy registered with the Board of Pharmacy 
with a registered pharmacist in charge at all times. 
Ordinarily, the total credit allowed for hospital phar- 
macy experience shall not exceed one-half of the re- 
quired one year of interneship. Exceptions may be made 
at the discretion of the Board; e.g., members of religious 
orders trained exclusively for hospital pharmacy work; 
or where the number and variety of prescriptions filled 
is considered comparable to that of an Approved Train- 
ing Pharmacy. 

“It is expected that the Pharmacy Interne will keep 
abreast of development in pharmacy during his interne- 
ship by reading and studying current issues of pharma- 
ceutical journals, literature —— to new preparations 
and procedures, and by attending lectures and meetings 
of pharmaceutical associations and other scientific 
societies where professional subjects are discussed. 

“During the year of interneship the Pharmacy Interne 
must, in addition to familiarising himself with the 
routine duties of conducting a pharmacy, carry out the 
following:— 

(a) Personally compound at least 2000 prescriptions 
under the supervision of a registered pharmacist. 

(b) Gain a stated minimum of experience with nar- 
cotic records. 

(c) Personally take part in the sale of poisons at 
least sixty times under supervision. 

(d) Visit at least three or five physicians, depending 
on whether his city has a population less or 
greater than 50,000, for the pu of discussing 
the prescribing of U.S.P. and N.F. preparations. 

(e) Visit at least two dentists and at least one veteri- 
narian or one chiropodist for the purposes of dis- 
cussing pharmaceutical services to their respective 

rofessions. 

(f) Visit the local Board of Health to ascertain the 
types of services rendered to the public in the 
way of medical care and information; also note 
avenues of possible co-operation of pharmacists 
with health officers. 

“Each interne must make reports, at least 
whenever requested by the Board, of practical experi- 
ence being obtained and to make prescription studies 
and submit other information on forms which will be 
supplied by the Board. 

“To qualify for registration, the interne must make a 
gat of not less than 75 per cent. in the Examination 
n Practical Pharmacy and Laboratory Work, which con- 
sists of a written test upon laws governing the practice 
of pharmacy and tests unon other subject matter as may 
be determined by the Board, in addition to the com- 
pounding of prescriptions.”

New Books 


Judgment in the Bayer Case 

Mr. Justice Kitto, in the High Court of Australia, in a 
judgment delivered during the month allowed two 
appeals by Farbenfabriken Bayer Aktiengesellschaft 
from decisions of the Deputy Registrar of Trade Marks. 

Each decision dismissed an opposition by the appellant 
to an application by the respondent, mage Pharma Pty. 
Ltd., for the registration of a trade mark. 

The applications, which were lodged on November 
9, 1949, sought registration of a mark consisting of the 
word Bayer, printed horizonally and vertically, enclosed 
in a circle. 

One application—No. 100642—was for ss of 
chemical substances used for agricultural, horticultural 
and veterinary purposes. : 

The other—No. 100643—was for registration of chemi- 
cals used in medicine and pharmacy. _ 

The respondent claimed in both applications to be 

roprietor of the trade mark and sought an order of the 
Registrar that “the mark” be deemed a distinctive mark. 
Withdrawal 

Within a few days the request for the order as to 
distinctiveness was withdrawn, the applicant lodging 
in each case an application differing in two respects. 

It omitted the statement that an order under s. 
16 (1) (e) of the Trade Marks Act was desired and 
stated, “We do not claim the registration of this trade 
mark under the special provisions of section 16 (1) (e) 
of the Act in regard to names, signatures or words.” — 

This was done at the suggestion of the supervising 
examiner. 

The new forms were treated as effecting amendments 
of the original applications and were substituted for 
them. 

The applications were advertised in the Official Jour- 
nal on December 13, 1951, and on June 12, 1952, notices 
of opposition dated the gene day were lodged in 
the Trade Marks Office by a patent agent on behalf 
of the appellant. 

The appellant instituted the appeals against the de- 
cisions of the Deputy Registrar for Trade Marks on 
September 25, 1958. 

Mr. Justice Kitto said that if the registrations were 
to be granted it must be gm the ground that the cross 
device possessed a capa¢ity—either inherent or acquired 
—to distinguish goods as being in a relevant sense the 


respondent’s. 
Fancy Method 

He said, “First, then, is the cross device inherently 
adapted to produce this effect? I do not think that it is. 

“In my opinion, it merely provides a fancy method 
of presenting the name Bayer, and it has no greater 
aptitude than has the name itself for distinguishing the 
proprietor’s goods from those of other people who hap- 
pen to be known as Bayer. ; 

“It seems to me beyond doubt that the name is the 
feature which makes the device what it is—the feature 
which stands out as the operative thing in it, and to 
which everything else is merely assistant—the feature 
which (to use a phrase of Lloyd Jacob J. (1955), 72 
R.P.C., at p. 195) ‘would strike the eye and fix in the 
recollection.’ 

“The dominant impression which the device gives is 
not adequately described as that of a cross formed by 
printing; it is an —— of the name ‘Bayer’ arranged 
indeed in a particular way so that it appears twice, yet 
with compactness and definition, but predominantly the 
name ‘Bayer’.” 

Mr. N. H. Bowen, Q.C., and Mr. M. M. Helsham (by 
Allen, Allen and Hemsley) for the appellant; Mr. J. D. 
Holmes, Q.C., Mr. D. A. Staff, Q.C., and Mr. R. J. Bainton 
(by Minter, Simpson and Co.) for the respondent; Mr. 
R. J. Ellicott (by the Commonwealth Crown Solicitor) 
for the Registrar of Trade Marks. 
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British National Formulary (1960). Standard Edition. 
Pubd. B.M.A. and Pharm. Press, London. 272 pp. 7/6 stg. 


This book is prepared by a joint formulary committee 
representing the medical and pharmaceutical professions 
for use in connection with the British national health 
scheme. It is in its fifth edition since its first appearance 
just after the war. 


It is intended as a prescriber’s handbook and for that 
reason is of a size that will easily fit into one’s pocket. 


The contents include: 


A short section (7 pp.) on the treatment of poisoning. 
This section is too short even for a pocket book. The 
treatment for poisoning with the organo-phosphorus in- 
secticides does not recommend any of the modern anti- 
dotes, such as PAM, for this kind of poison. 


A section (29 pp.) on the action and uses of drugs. 
There is hardly any pharmacology in this, the informa- 
tion consisting entirely of notes of a practical, clinical 
nature to assist physicians in selecting a drug from 
several members of the group to which it belongs. The 
reviewer is not in a good position to assess the value of 
this section, but it is clear that the information is brief, 
well arranged and readily found for rapid reference. 


Then follow some short sections on forensic matters 
as they affect British prescribers, and some notes on 
the prescribing conventions. 


A pharmacological index in 12 main classifications 
covers every preparation in the formulary, with the 
page number beside each. 


The formulary section covers 116 pages. The prepara- 
tions are arranged under the Latin titles. Excepting 
for a small handful of preparations, all are from the 
B.P.C. or the B.P. A few have no formulas and are 
proprietary preparations. Presumably the idea is to 
provide the physician with the more medically useful 
information from the B.P. and the B.P.C. in a readily 
portable form and the book would serve this purpose 
admirably. One interesting preparation peculiar to the 
B.N.F. is an aqueous calamine cream, using emulsifying 
wax. Many eye drops are made up in “Solution for Eye 
Drops,” which is identical with the Paraben Ophthalmic 
Vehicle of the A.P.F. Heat stable eye drops are sanatized 
by boiling for half hour in the final closed containers. 


The infants’ section (8 pp.) is similar to the formulary 
section. 


An alphabetical list of some 800 proprietaries with 
their official equivalents is to make it easier to prescribe 
official preparations rather than proprietaries. 


The index is all that it should be for a pocket reference. 


The book will be of great use to British physicians 
and, while they are using it, it is essential to British 
pharmacists, because of certain information it contains 
as to the maximum number of doses, etc., permissible 
under the British national health scheme. The book may 
be used by some physicians in Australia, but there is 
no great cause for interest in it on the part of Australian 
pharmacists.—H.E.R.B.

LONDON, June 10, 1960. 


Society's New Officers 


At the June meeting of the Council of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society, new office bearers were appointed. The 
Vice-President, Mr. T. Reid, a retail pharmacist, was 
appointed President. Mr. Reid is a Scot, but has spent 
most of his business life in England. He has been a 
member of Council since the end of the war, and 
achieved a national reputation outside pharmacy as an 
authority on his profession when he appeared as an 
expert witness in a notable murder trial. Mr. H. S. 
Grainger succeeds Mr. Reid as Vice-President. He is 
the pharmacist to the Westminster Hospital. Possibly 
he is one of the youngest Vice-Presidents ever appointed 
by the Society, as he qualified only 21 years ago. His 
progress since election to the Council has been rapid, 
as he became a member only in 1954. However, he has 
had extensive experience as member of the Council 
of the Guild of Public Pharmacists, and as a representa- 
tive of that body on the National Negotiating Committee 
of the Whitley Council. Past-President Mr. W. S. 
Howells has again been elected Treasurer, and is enter- 
ing on his 14th year of office. He has held this position 
for the longest period in the present century, but is 
still a few years under the record period achieved by 
Daniel Bell Hanbury a century ago. 


Branch Representatives’ Meeting 


The Meeting of Branch Representatives which was 
held on the day following the Annual Meeting of the 
Society was attended by some 275 representatives from 
103 branches, extending from the North of Scotland to 
Cornwall in South-West England. Mr. G. H. Hughes, 
who was then President of the Society, was in the 
Chair, but the Meeting got off to a bad start as the 
Report of the Council on the action taken on the 
Resolution on last year’s Branch Representatives’ Meet- 
ing was rejected. The opinion seemed to be that too 
little had been done to compete against the apathy 
among members, and there was an apparent lack of 
progress in the development of public relations. How- 
ever, the meeting gave adequate attention to the prob- 
lems discussed this year, and showed their concern on 
the fundamental policies of pharmaceutical education 
and ethics. Recent legislation had minimised the neces- 
sity for discussing or considering 11 of the 31 motions 
on the agenda, as they were concerned directly or 
indirectly with the sale of drugs affecting the central 
nervous system. Therefore these were reduced to two. 
After consideration, it was carried that the Society 
should press for legislation to the effect that any new 
substance introduced for medical treatment should be 
supplied to the public only on a doctor’s prescription 
until sufficient evidence is available to justify release 
from such control. 


Case for Associate Members 


Since the war there has been considerable concern 
over the number of graduates in Se who, for 
one reason or another, do not 


e a period of 
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practical training, and therefore do not reach the 
Register and acquire membership of the Society. A 
case was put forward for making such individuals 
Associates immediately on graduation, which would 
give them all the advantages of membership, except 
for the right to practise as registered pharmacists. 
There might be a danger that an Association of Gradu- 
ates in Pharmacy would be set up as a splinter group. 
Mr. F. W. Adams, the Secretary and Registrar, to 

the meeting that the implications behind the motion 
must be given a great deal of thought. The idea was 
no doubt acceptable to the membership generally, but 
the question of the best means of securing the associa- 
tion of individual graduates with the Society must be 
carefully studied. Another resolution called for a defi- 
nition of the relationship between the medical prac- 
titioner and the pharmacist, with particular reference 
to the use of joint —— One speaker suggested 
that pharmacists had been approached to sublet their 
premises to doctors, and one pharmacist had been 
offered a large sum of money to convert his business 
into a limited company, with the doctor’s wife “as a 
partner.” Executive Councils tended to regard such 
matters only in relation to the convenience of the 
patient. While pharmaceutical facilities were adequate 
the patient’s choice of a dispenser should be comp) ztely 
unrestricted, and joint premises militated agains< this. 
Mr. Adams pointed out that the Council would not 
disagree with the motion. Some years previously the 
British Medical Association and the Society had agreed 
that doctors and chemists should have separate pre- 
mises, that there should be no financial inducement 
for the doctor to send patients to a particular pharmacy, 
and that a doctor should not recommend a particular 
chemist, but agreement had not been reached on the 
question of tenancy. He was hopeful that a formula 
could be agreed with the British Medical Association. 


Council Election 


The Council election resulted in two new members 
gaining seats from the 15 candidates who fought for 
seven places. Mr. H. Ridehalgh, of Bournemouth, who 
was Chairman of the Local Committee when the British 
Pharmaceutical Conference met there in 1959, was 
elected, also Mr. A. R. C. Chamings, who is on the staff 
of Messrs. Ciba Laboratories Ltd., being responsible for 
trade public relations. He is well known as a lecturer 
at Branch meetings, and was at one time in the academic 
world. There is now a further vacancy, as two days 
after the Council Meeting in June, Mr. W. T. Elder, of 
Aberdeen, collapsed and died. 


Salaries of University Teachers 


The salaries for university staff of all grades have 
been considerably increased. In non-medical posts pro- 
fessorial salaries now rise to £3600, and readers and 
senior lecturers have gone up to £2525. Lecturers are 
on the scales ranging from £1050 to £1850, and assistant 
lecturers earn from £800 to £950. The staff for pre- 
clinical posts in medicine are within the same sa 
ranges, and .n London addition allowances of £100 for 
pro essors, £80 for readers and senior lecturers, and 

for others are paid. The Oxford and Cambridge 
staff are on different salary scales. 


Two New Professors 


On the academic side, two new professors have been 
inted at London and Nottingham peepenevey, Dr. 

. W. Fairbairns has had the title of Professor of Phar- 
macognosy conferred upon him by the University of 
London, in respect of his post at the School of Pharmacy. 
He is the first holder of this title in the University, 
although when the Pharmaceutical Society was in charge 
of the School, the world-famous Pro- 
fessor Greenish, undertook similar work teaching. 
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Professor Fairbairn some years ago spent a year in 
the United States on an exchange basis. Recently he 
has been in East Germany, and gave two lectures at 
the University of Halle. At Nottingham, Mr. M. W. 
Partridge has been promoted to the Chair of Pharma- 
ceutical Chemistry. During the war Professor Partridge 
was research assistant with the British Pharmacopoeia 
Commission, and later was a senior scientist in the 
chemical research laboratories of Boots Pure Drug Co. 
Ltd. He became a senior lecturer in Pharmaceutical 
Chemistry at Nottingham in 1947, and was elected to 
a Readership in 1955. 


Assistant Secretary and Codex Editor Appointed 


The Council of the Society has appointed Mr. D. F. 
Lewis as Assistant Secretary in slaee of Mr. A. S. 
Plowright, who died five months ago. Mr. Lewis served 
his apprenticeship in Wales, and was for a time with 
Glaxo Laboratories Ltd. He joined the Society’s staff 
ten years ago, and was called to the Bar two years ago. 
Mr. S. C. Jolly, Assistant Director of the Department 
of Pharmaceutical Sciences, has been appointed Editor 
of the British Pharmaceutical Codex and the British 
Veterinary Codex. The change has been made to relieve 
the former Editor, Dr. K. R. Capper, Director of the 
Department, of immediate responsibility for these publi- 
cations in view of his increased duties arising out of 
the development of the Department. 


Multidose Injection Packs 


The contents of multidose injection packs are often 
contaminated by cores from the rubber closures from 
repeated piercing by the hypodermic syringe needle. 
Mr. W. Padgett, working in the Imperial Chemical 
Industries laboratories, has found that variation in the 
sharpness of the heel of hydopermic needles largely 
accounts for the difference in the number of cores pro- 
duced under test conditions. In an article in the Phar- 
maceutical Journal he advises the dulling of the heel of 
the needle—this part produces the cores—-with a small 
watch file. This will prevent any further fragmentation. 
Diamond-pointed veterinary needles were found — 
duce more cores than the standard hypodermic needles. 


Anglo-French Congress 


A British party numering about 100, of pharmacists, 
their wives and friends, and an approximate equal 
number from France, attended the Franco-British Phar- 
maceutical Congress held at Nice. The main business 
item was a discussion on “The conflict between individual 
freedom and professional discipline.” The first intro- 
ductory paper was by Mr. H. Grainger, Chairman of 
the Franco-British Commission, and now Vice-Chairman 
of the Society. Mr. Grainger emphasised that freedom 
had a spiritual quality—an experience, a dimension 
of the human soul, an attitude to life. The people of 
France and Britain differed markedly in er | respects 
when details of implication of their love of freedom 
was considered. How the pharmacist could find and 
maintain positive freedom had to be considered, as he 
lived in an imperfect world, where ignorance at best, 
and gross self-interest at worst, marred human relations. 
There were three aspects: First, personal conscience, 
without which freedom became licence, and no rule 
or law could be really effective. Secondly, collective 
conscience or ethics conveyed the idea of individual 
conscience in a group. In Britain, the Ethical Com- 
mittee of the Society’s Council and the Statutory Com- 
mittee were concerned with this side; the codes took 
account of the public interest and maintained profes- 
sional dignity and freedom. Pharmacists observing the 
eode refrained, for example, from activities injurious 
to a colleague, such as making claims to superior dis- 
pensing or that the individual had a superior standing 
in the profession. They refrained also from activities 
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which might be injurious to the good esteem of the 
profession as a whole. Thirdly, there were sanctions 
of law which were an extension of ethics; the danger 
in the employment of legal sanctions was that in some 
conditions the law became oppressive and restrictive 
and removed the possibility of discretion on the part 
of the individual. 


In the second introductory paper, Professor G. Dille- 
mann, of the Faculty of Pharmacy, University of Paris, 
said it was difficult to find a definition which would 
cover liberty in all its forms. For Pharmacy, the 
“common good” was the public health, and the pharma- 
cist was its servant. The State had the right to impose 
such restrictions on individual liberty as were appro- 
priate for upholding the public health. In the pre-war 
French system there had been relativelv little inter- 
vention by the State in the control of medicines, but 
the system had not worked in practice. The Statutory 
Code in France was rigid in application, and the refusal 
to assign to the Ordre National des Pharmaciens a 
certain degree of supervisory power had left no alter- 
native but to keep on requesting an amendment to 
the law. 


Sir Hugh Linstead said that there were two methods 
to govern human relationships. The first required a 
rigid code, whereas the second—the one favoured by 
Britain—did not determine in advance a set of principles, 
but built up a system of “case law.” The State every- 
where was increasing its power, however, and would 
intervene in pharmaceutical affairs unless the profession 
disciplined itself. The pharmaceutical industry might 
well find itself increasingly controlled by the State 
unless the industry evolved a system of self-discipline. 


Cost of Prescriptions 


The Minister of Health, Mr. D. Walker-Smith, stated 
recently that the average cost of prescriptions in Feb- 
ruary was 6/11. This compares with an overall average 
of 6/93 for England in 1959. The range was from 8/2 
to 5/5 in the various areas throughout the country. 


Medicine and the Law 


The General Medical Services Committee of the 
British Medical Association has approved a draft memo- 
randum of evidence for submission to the interdepart- 
mental working party now considering legislation of 
medicines. It is recommended that there should be 
one act dealing with prohibitions on advertisement to 
treat disease. At present the Venereal Disease Act, the 
Cancer Act and the Pharmacy and Medicines Act all 
contain some prohibitions on advertisements. Revision 
would be necessary, as leukaemia and pernicious 
anaemia should be added to the list. On the question 
of new drugs, the Committee was disturbed by the ease 
with which the public might purchase without prescrip- 
tion new drugs whose properties and effects had not 
been adequately tested by controlled clinical trials. 
The types of drugs which the sub-committee had in 
mind were hormones, tranquillisers and sedatives, 
hypnotics, antihistamines, cerebral stimulants, anticon- 
vulsants, and thyroid and antithyroid preparations. The 
sub-committee artery f urged that the public should 
be protected against the misuse of such drugs, and it 
recommended that all new drugs should be available 
on prescription only until such time as, in the —s 
of the appropriate authority, they might be re eased 
for public purchase without such restrictions. e 
“appropriate body” might perhaps be the advisory com- 
mittee recommended for the purpose of the consoli- 
dation of the Pharmacy and Poisons Act and the Thera- 
peutic Substances Act.

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need consideration were the responsibility for financing 
and arranging clinical trials, the definition of “new 
drugs” and “variants,” and the period of time which 
should elapse before a drug could be released for 
purchase without prescription. 


Drugs for Private Patients 


Once again the Minister of Health has been asked 
whether he proposed to introduce legislation to provide 
drugs for private patients, but he refused to add any- 
thing to his earlier replies turning down the possibility. 
He was also asked whether he was aware that it was 
the frequent custom for N.H.S. patients to seek medical 
advice and prescriptions on a private basis, and after- 
wards induce their N.H.S. doctors to write out identical 
prescriptions on an official form. He was also asked 
if he would make an assessment of the extent of this 
practice. Mr. Walker-Smith, in a written reply, said 
that he had no reason to suppose that irregular arrange- 
ments of the type in question were at all frequent. 


Alteration of Prescriptions 


A number of cases have reached the Courts in which 
patients have been charged with altering the quantity 
of drugs ordered on N.H.S. prescription forms. Your 
correspondent believes that these cases may represent 
only a small proportion of the actual number of alter- 
ations made, as in his experience he has found that 
often a patient is visited and given a warning about 
the seriousness of altering a prescription, and indeed 
it often appears from the nature of the medicament 
that the patient is being treated for a nervous or mental 
indisposition. The London Executive Council has de- 
cided to circularise doctors in the area, requesting their 
co-operation in the writing of prescriptions in appro- 
priate cases in the following manner: 1. To write out 
the quantity in words, as on a cheque. 2. To circle 
the number in the case of tablets. 3. To place the 
number close to the margin of the form. 


Committee Procedure 


The first Report of the Council on Tribunals mentions 
that a difficulty has arisen with regard to the right of 
members of the Council to visit various National Health 
Service Tribunals, which come under its province, and 
particularly service committees of executive councils 
(bearings under the Testing Scheme for dispensed medi- 
cines by pharmaceutical service committees are of this 
type). Meanwhile, interim arrangements have been 
made, whereby visits may be made subject to the consent 
of the parties concerned, but there is a need for a 


permanent solution. 


A Report from the Departmental Committee on 
Powers of Subpoena of Disciplinary Tribunals recom- 
mends that existing bodies having statutory powers, 
but lacking the power to compel the attendance of 
witnesses or the individual concerned, should have the 
power to issue writs of subpoena. Such committees 
include the Statutory Committee of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Great Britain. The Departmental Committee 
argues that where a disciplinary tribunal has been con- 
stituted, it should not lack the powers necessary to 
carry out the duties imposed upon it. The Committee 
points out that justice can only be done if material 
evidence is not withheld, and this is true of all courts 
and tribunals to which the administration of justice is 
entrusted, and it applies with particular force to tri- 
bunals having power to impose such formidable penalties 
as are possessed by those dealing with professional 

es.

buck—and who are sweating long hours at the 
plough and drafting board to overtake America.” 


Mr. Bristol said that he thought that now was the 
time to open a national advertising and selling campaign 
on ethics and excellence. 

He said that the timetable for the Advertising Council 
campaign now callei for round-table discussions in the 
autumn by a group of invited specialists to decide what 
attitudes were most in need of change, with the first 
advertising messages in the campaign appearing at the 
beginning of next year.

DRUG OR BEVERAGE 


We are strongly opposed to the philosophy which is 
developing in this country that drugs are simply ordin- 
ary commodities like all other things offered for sale to 
the public, to be advertised and sold with all of the 
skill and adroitness that the Madison Avenue boys can 
conjure up. It is, after all, entirely possible that some 
few people can manage to go through life without dosing 
themselves regularly with aspirin in order to feel per- 
fectly normal and well, and it is equally possible that 
many persons may be doing themselves irreparable harm 
by the all-too-simple purchase and use of this “wonder 
drug.” If indeed aspirin were totally without toxicity— 
which all ‘of us know it is not—it still could cause great 
harm if only by leading the unsuspecting person to 
postpone for too long proper diagnosis and treatment. 
It would be an interesting thing to know how man 
people do this very thing each year, for such is the ri 
when palliatives are used, whatever their nature. 


For along time now, we have seen the public ex- 
ploited by creating in their minds the concept that many 
things which are basically harmful are entirely safe 
and almost necessary if one wishes to be well, happy, 
and socially acceptable. For example, the promotional 
efforts used in building sales volume for cigarettes and 
alcoholic beverages are nothing short of a national dis- 
grace. It hurts us as members of a health profession to 
see drugs being promoted by the same techniques, and 
it hurts even worse to see our professional brethren co- 
operate in these efforts—From an Editorial, “Drug or 
Beverage,” in the “American Journal of Pharmacy.

QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT 


Pharmaceutical Benefits 


In reply to a question asked by Mr. Daly in the House 
of Representatives on May 4, the Minister for Health, 
Dr. Cameron, said that Raudixin was not available as a 
Pharmeceutical Benefit, but Esidrex was. 

Raudixin could not be made available as a benefit 
except upon recommendation of the Pharmaceutical 
Benefits Advisory Committee. 


Penicillin Resistance 


The Minister for Health, Dr. Donald Cameron, in the 
House of Representatives, on May 31 revealed that a 
survey had recently been made by the Commonwealth 
Department of Health on Penicillin resistance and the 
use of Penicillin in staphylococcal infections. 

He did not know that it was sagen to say that re- 
sistance of organisms to Penicillin was entirely due to 
the indiscriminate use of Penicillin. It was, however, 
obvious that not only Penicillin, but also other anti- 
biotics, should be used with care in the treatment of 
all infections. Use of antibiotics in so far as they were 
pharmaceutical benefits was regulated by the Common- 
wealth Government on the advice of its expert commit- 
tee on pharmaceutical benefits. 

The Minister made these statements when replying 
to a question asked by Mr. Killeen. 


Pharmaceutical Benefits 


During the debate for adjournment of the House of 
Representatives on June 2, Mr. Luchetti (Macquarie) 
referred to an article published in “The Daily Mirror” 
on May 10 headed, “The Great Drug Bungle.” He said 
this was a true description and referred to the seventeen 
pages of amendments issued immediately after the new 
scheme came into operation. He asked: “What sort of 
a half-baked scheme must it have been when the Gov- 
ernment had to take that action? If the Government 
wanted to discharge its responsibility of looking after 
the needs of the people it should at least straighten out 
the anomalies affecting pensioners, and endeavour to 
see that justice was done to all the people. There was 
now no longer a free medical scheme.” He wished to 
express disappointment and dismay at the failure of 
the Government during the present session to improve 
the lot of pensioners.

in claiming that hospital pharmacy is a spearhead for 
the purpose of the profession, and that it can do much 
for its advancement and its reputation. 

The time for this talk is limited, but I would like to 
touch on one or two topics that are, I hope, appropriate 
for the occasion and worthy of consideration. 

Firstly, I would recall the name and work of A. W. 
Gerrard (1844-1925), a noted British pharmaceutical 
chemist, who gave much of his 81 years to pharmacy 
and thereby did much to establish the pharmaceutical 
chemist as a professional man. He was the first — 
pharmacist to be appointed to Guys Hospital, London, 
and he remained there for 10 years. In 1873 he trans- 
ferred to University College Hospital as suc- 
cessor to the elder Martindale. At this hos- 
pital he was closely associated in experi- 
mental work with such medical men as 
Burden-Sanderson and Victor Horsley. Then, 
at the age of fifty, with much accomplished 
in the field of hospital pharmacy, he entered 
retail pharmacy, and during three years con- 
ducted a successful business. In 1897 he 
joined with an old friend, Cuxson, to estab- 
lish at Oldbury, Birmingham, the manufac- 
turing business of Cuxson & Gerrard, which 
recently celebrated its 75th anniversary. 
bring Gerrard the hospital chemist to your 
notice because he was: An acknowledged 
authority on the chemistry of drugs; the dis- 
coverer of at least two alkaloids; an expert 
in manipulative pharmacy; the deviser of new 
methods and new apparatus_in biochemical 
analysis; and was widely experienced in 
chemical, pharmaceutical and manufacturing 
processes. 


Finally, he made considerable contributions 
to the production of drugs and dressings in 
the First World War, and let it be repeated, 
with all this, he did much to build up sound 
and progressive departments of pharmacy in 
two important London hospitals. 


Secondly, I wish to develop a few thoughts 
around an address by William Osler entitled

The hospital chemist has mutch to contri- 
bute to and can absorb much from the educa- 
tional atmosphere and the teaching activities 
of a hospi Now what do we look for in 
a college? A community of teacher and 
taught, Both should be students for life and of 
life. 

Opportunity for experimental work—and 
where more favourable for this than in a 
modern hospital? 

The stimulus of bench work, and the 
stimulus of contact with other workers and 
other departments; with the medical staff, 
the various science departments; of the hos- 
pital, with the administrative staff. 

I have selected Gerrard as indicative of 
what can be done by the hospital pharmacist 
to establish himself and his fellows as pro- 
fessional men with a distinct, extensive and 
recognisable field of work. 

Osler’s address to suggest how the chemist 
can identify himself with the educational 
and experimental work of the hospital to his 
own great gain and that of the craft. 

These examples serve to remind us how 
much we owe to our pramaceutical forbears— 
the outstanding workers and personalities of 
past generations. While it is desirable that 
we strive to improve our own standing, our 
welfare, and our remuneration—and that I 
imagine is one object of your society—yet 
many will hope that our efforts make the path 
straighter and more rewarding for our suc- 
cessors—and to this end I can think of no better way than 
the sustained efforts of such a society as I am now 
addressing. 

I have much pleasure in declaring the session open and 
offer my best wishes for its success.

Smith & Nephew (Aust.) Pty. Led., P.O. Box 342, Broadway, N.S.W. 
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was the next paper presented by Barry Dean. This 
compound is relatively new, and the experiences asso- 
ciated with its effects not common. The lecturer stressed 
the need for pharmaceutical chemists to make them- 
selves familiar with this preparation, because of its 
toxicity, the increasing numbers of poisonings and the 
scarcity of information relating to treatment, etc. This 
paper was well received and is published elsewhere in 
the journal. 


Miss K. Keogh elaborated on her eperiences with two 
new drugs developed by Professor Shaw, namely Am- 
phenazole and Tetrahydroaminacrin (T.H.A.). These 
compounds have been successfully used at the Austin 
Hospital. By means of the use of either, large doses 
of morphia (up to 200 mg. Q.1.d.) were given to patients 
suffering from intractable pain in terminal carcinoma. 
T.H.A. has the advantage of being stable, and can be 
combined in the one ampoule with morphine. Results 
have shown that the analgesic effect of morphine was 
potentiated, and complete analgesia for 24 hours in the

day was obtained. Miss Keogh stated that in addition 
patients can be taken off Morphis and T.H.A. fairly 
quickly. rf are then given reduced doses for 48 hours 
and then T.H.A. alone for seven days. There are no 
withdrawal symptoms. On morphia alone this pro- 
cedure would take three weeks. Details of the work 
carried out with the above compounds was published 
in the journal last April. Miss Keogh’s report was re- 
ceived with enthusiasm. 

All speakers were congratulated on their papers, and 
a vote of thanks carried. 

The afternoon session was concerned with administra- 
tive matters. 


Pharmaceutical Benefits 


Mr. Macgibbon submitted a full report from the sub- 
committee on certain aspects of the new Pharmaceutical 
Benefits Act. Considerable clarification was sought on 
a number of sections. Little headway was made because 
of a variation of interpretation by different hospital 
authorities and because of little uniformity in the method 
of charging preparations made in the pharmacy depart- 
ment of the hospitals in each of the States. The need 
of a Federal y for hospital pharmacy with uniform 
policy in many of these matters was stressed. 

Mr. Boyd took exception to the wording of section 94 
(5) of the National Health Act, which states: “A hospital 
authority shall not be approved in respect of a hospital 
unless dispensing of drugs and medicinal prepara- 


tions is ormed by or under the direct su : 
of a medical practitioner or a pharmaceutical chemist.” 

The literal interpretation of this is that a medical 
practitioner can dispense and in some cases does, even 
though there is a chemist in the vicinity. I know that 
this really means that it shall apply to special circum- 
stances or remote areas, but it is not written that way. 
Anyway, where are the remote areas, an area where 
o services of a pharmaceutical chemist are not avail- 
able? 

There are a number of smaller hospitals and bush 
nursing centres where a chemist is not appointed on the 
staff, but in almost every case there is a chemist in 
business. What about the hospitals which have provision 
for a chemist on the staff but are unable to fill the posi- 
tion. Who does the dispensing then? The medical 
practitioner or the matron or a nurse under the sup- 
posed supervision of the medical practitioner! 

Mr. Boyd went on to say that if the “remote area” is 
implied, why not include it in this clause, so as to 
make the position more specific. A pharmaceutical 
chemist has a most intense course of study and practical 
work in pharmacy over a period of at least four years. 
He has certain legal rights and privileges, he serves as 
a safeguard between the prescriber and the patient. We 
must join forces with other official pharmaceutical orga- 
nisations and fight to have this clause altered. We can- 
not afford to be apathetic in these matters. 

Mr. Boyd moved: 

“That this Conference registers its disapproval of 
this section 94 (5, and recommends that the necessary 
action be taken by the Council to have the section 
amended as follows:— 


A hospital authority shall not be approved in respect 
of a hospital or similar institution unless the dispens- 
ing of drugs and medicinal preparations is performed 
by or under the direct supervision of a p aceu- 
tical chemist, and in small hospitals where a chemist 
is not on the staff or remote areas where the services 
of a retail chemist are not available by a medical 


e motion was put and carried unanimously. 


Manufacturing and Packaging Charges 


Major Hayes sought some clarification on cute and 
costs to be claimed for items prepared in the hospital 


pharmacy. The recommendation of the sub-committee 
was that the basic price be charged, but there appeared 
no authority for this. Also there appeared to little 
uniformity in the charges made by other States; even 
in Victoria there is a distinct difference of opinion as 
to what the position is. It was felt that this matter along 
with others should be reviewed. If a Federal organisa- 
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tion is formed, this could be one of their responsibili- 
ties in order to obtain some uniformity throughout the 
Commonwealth. The report subject to amendments was 
received and adopted. 


Radio-isotope Dispensing 


Mr. Bray submitted a report on negotiations with the 
Council of the Pharmaceutical Society, for the introduc- 
tion of a suitable course of training which will enable 
hospital pharmaceutical chemists and other pharma- 
ceutical chemists, if they so desire, to be qualified to 
handle and dispense radio-isotopes. Plans are well ad- 
vanced for theoretical and practical training, and it is 
expected that a class of about ten will commence in

1961. An examination of the position in England and 
the U.S.A. shows some variation in the appointment of 
persons to dispense these substances; in many hospitals 
the responsibility is undertaken by the Chief Pharma- 
cist. State and Federal legislation in Australia required 
any person handling these substances to obtain special 
approval. The course is designed to enable them to get 
this approval. 

The report was received and adopted. 


Unqualified Personnel in Hospital Pharmacies 


Mr. Mercer opened the discussion on the use of un- 
qualified personnel in the hospital pharmacy depart- 
ment and to what effect such persons would have on the 
status of the qualified chemist. He believed that for 
economic reasons some use should be made of the un- 
qualified. He was supported by Mr. Macgibbon, who 
believed that greater use should be made of persons for 
packing, bottle-washing, cleaners and storemen, etc. 
This was the practice of wholesalers, and he saw no 
reason why a similar procedure should not be carried 
out in the hospital pharmacy, under supervision. 


Mr. Boyd agreed that for bottle washing, cleaning and 
store work there is a place for general staff, but what 
he disagreed with was the description or classification 
frequently applied to such operatives, e.g., Pharmacy 
Technicians, Unqualified Assistants, Unregistered Chem- 
ists, Pharmacy Assistants, and even using the name 
Pharmaceutical Chemist. In a number of hospitals where 
some pharmaceutical work is carried out by unqualified 
persons we frequently are told that the work is done 
under supervision. In many cases I would challenge 
the acceptance of this. I would only be pre ared to 
accept supervision as meaning ACTUAL NAL 


HLP.A. (Vic.) ), Mr. 


SUPERVISION. It is not sufficient to give a non bona 
fide unqualified person a pharmaceutical operation, no 
matter how simple, which requires pe gry and 
then move away to some other part of the building. 
There are enough inroads into the professional status 
of the pharmaceutical chemist without encouraging this 
one. We must be strong and safeguard our s i 

rights and privileges. It only needs the carrying out 

simple little jobs at first, and before long we find them 
growing into the greatest magnitude. I know of in- 
stances where the pharmaceutical chemist has been away 
from the hospital through illness or other leave, and the 
Superintendent has authorised the general hand to fill 
the ward boxes, etc. Complete disregard of Specified 
and D.D. Regulations or other regulations under the 
Medical Act. This has been made possible bécause the 
Chief Pharmaceutical Chemist has introduced an odd 
job to his general hand. In my opinion there is no 
excuse for this. Eric Scott, that great fighter for the 
Guild and the profession of pharmacy, is 7 with his 
slogan PHARMACY FOR THE PHARMACIST. Only re- 
cently I received a document describing two leading Vic- 
torian hospitals as employing pharma technicians. 
Five altogether, and on challenging the Chief Pharma- 
cists I was informed their work was only bottle wash- 
ing, etc. As one of the officials in technical education 
in Victoria, I take a very dim view of the use of the 
words pharmacy technicians. They have no technical 
education whatever but are general hands. Think how 
serious this matter could become in times of a depression

with qualified chemists out of work. This has happened 
in the past and can happen again. This matter is getting 
far more serious than you realise. Only at a recent 
conference of the Wages Board the opposition asked that 
provision be made in the award to include payment and 
conditions for these people. 
The Chairman warned Mr. Boyd that he had exceeded 
his time. He then moved: 
(1) “Excepting in the training of pharmaceutical 
prentices, students, trainees and other bona fide 
persons awaiting final qualification after com-

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letion of academic and practical training, this 
Conieeenee condemns the practice of pharmacy by 
unqualified personnel even in its simplest forms. 

(2) “That the use of the words and terms ‘Pharmacy 

Technicians,’ ‘Unqualified Assistants,’ ‘Unqualified 
Pharmaceutical Chemists’ and similar terminology 
to describe other general hands in the pharmacy 
department of a hospital be discontinued.” 

Mr. Mcgibbon moved an amendment that the words 
“in its simplest form” be deleted from the motion; this 
was supported by Major Hayes, who said that if we were 
all honest we would have to admit being guilty of giving 
simple pharmaceutical jobs to unauthorised persons to 
perform at times. He could see very little wrong with 
giving a few simple jobs to general hands. 

In his summing up, Mr. Boyd asked the Conference 
to support his motion. In his opinion the root of a lot 
of this trouble was the allocation of simple and perhaps 
unpleasant jobs, such as making bulk ointments, etc. 
The practice of pharmacy is legally the province of those 
bona fide and authorised by law to dispense and pro- 
vide medicinal substances. 

Wages Board 

A report was received on the recent Wages Board De- 
termination. The Chairman paid a tribute to the hard 
work and the time devoted to this activity by the mem- 
bers representing the hospital chemists on the Board 
(Messrs. F. Boyd, V. Frank, and W. Mercer). These 
gentlemen have been untiring in their efforts to raise 
the status of the hospital pharmaceutical chemist. Since 
the appointment of this Board much indeed has been 
accomplished. Some of the remarks passed at Board 
meetings on the conduct of pharmacy is not always ele- 
vating, and they are looking for — support from 
every hospital chemist. Our Board members are proud 
of their profession, and feel it is most discouraging to 
hear adverse remarks on the standard of some of the 
work, etc. It is up to every one of us to do our part 
and never permit any action in the practice of our work 
as pharmaceutical chemists to make inroads into our 
profession. Details of the latest award were published 
in last month’s “Pharmacy Journal.” 


INCORPORATION OF THE FEDERAL SOCIETY OF 
HOSPITAL PHARMACEUTICAL CHEMISTS 


Proposals Presented by Fred J. Boyd 


Introduction 


Ladies and gentlemen, you have before you a Memo- 
randum and Articles of Association for the Incorporation 
of the Society of Hospital Pharmaceutical Chemists of 
Australia. When registered, it will put into effect an 
official organisation with legal status truly representa- 
tive of all pharmaceutical chemists who practice hos- 
pital pharmacy in all hospitals and similar institutions 
(including those of Her Majesty’s Services) throughout 
the Commonwealth of Australia. 

I am sure that this must be recorded as one of the 
most progressive moves made in the progress of phar- 
macy in Australia in recent years. 

Mr. Frank and myself were given the authority to 

roceed with the incorporation at the last annual meet- 
ing of the Victorian Division. This would have meant 
the registration of the Victorian Division only, but we 
think we should adopt the wider point of view and 
incorporate as an Australian body. That is the reason 
—- bring this matter back to you for further endorse- 
ment. 

In the drawing up of this document a considerable 
amount of inquiry and research has been carried out, 
but we feel that pretty well every point of view has 
been covered. 

State Societies or Divisions 

A move for the formation of a State organisation 

started in Victoria in 1939. War delayed any action 


until 1943. A branch was later formed in Western Aus- 
tralia and then Queensland. South Australia toyed with 
the idea, but it was not until fairly recently that a branch 
was formed there. The great stimulus for the forma- 
tion of State bodies appears to have arose from the ac- 
tivities of the Victorian body, which I think you will 
agree has proved the value of organisation. As indi- 
viduals there is not a great deal that can be achieved 
but an organisation through its members can speak and 
represent each individual with far greater authority. 
With State organisations the attitude is often parochial, 
there is no uniform policy as between States, and many 
chemists are not provided with adequate representa- 
tion (Repat. chemists and State Government chemists). 
There is no approach to many Federal matters—Phar- 
maceutical Benefits, Defence Services and Federal Laws, 
i men in New Guinea and Papua, Darwin and other 
places. 

Under State administrations there is great variation in 
standards and conditions. We should have a more uni- 
form thought in all these matters, and everyone should 
be represented in an efficient body. Each State Com- 
mittee will have complete autonomy to deal with all 
State matters, and if necessary be supported by a 
Federal organisation. 

Some of you may be satisfied with conditions in Vic- 
toria and say, “Why worry about N.S.W. or Queensland,” 
etc. They are not so concerned about us. That thought 
may be right if it a representation for all hos- 
pital chemists in Victoria, and also provided direct 
approach in Federal matters in which every State is 
now vitally concerned. As a State body there is no 
international approach, this is an important viewpoint 
with international affairs. 

(a) Good-will missions to Indonesia and other coun- 

tries. 

(b) Advice on Australian conditions and standards, 


etc. 

(c) Information on the conduct of pharmacy in Aus- 

tralian hospitals and like institutions. 

Are we not Australians? 

Australia is now a nation, a member of the Common- 
wealth of Nations. Shouldn’t we develop the Australian 
point of view? 

Hasn’t the pharmaceutical profession been divided for 
too long with State jealousies, State boundaries, State 
laws and other State attitudes? 

Take the example of the Federated Pharmaceutical 
Service Guild. What a wonderful job that organisation 
has done in protecting the problems of the retail chemist 
throughout Australia. Where would the retail chemist 
be without their representation. 

There is no organisation in pharmacy today, official 
or otherwise, which has the knowledge of the practice 
of pharmacy in hospitals, etc., the requirements and the 
difficulties of the hospital chemist. What do we find 
particularly in other States:—Sub-standard 
departments, many of them wrongly descri 


chemist. 

the status of the profession. People evaluate you at 
your own worth. What is the impression of the medical 
staff, the nursing staff, the administration and allied 
staff when they observe these conditions. Don’t you 
think it is time we organised officially to prevent this 
state of affairs. It is the hospital chemist who sells 
pharmacy. The medical practitioner has a far greater 
impression of the retail chemist if pharmacy has been 
sold to him on a high standard. 

Pharmacy should look upon the position of the phar- 
maceutical chemist who prefers to carry on the practice 
of pharmacy in hospitals, etc., as a career, not just a — 

Every pharmaceutical chemist in Australia will have 


representation either through his State Branch Com- 
mittee or direct to the Federal organisation. 

Instead of separate States working as independent 
units with limited scope, incomplete and varying con- 
stitutions, limited opportunities and little interest and 


enthusiasm, they will have the stimulation, the official

standing, a legal entity, greater interest of all poet 
chemists, much greater recognition by other age 
ceutical organisations, a better standing in t com- 
munity.

B. Macgibbon, Mrs. G. Pearson and 
Miss K. Keogh operate as members of the Council 
until incorporation completed and during the first 
period of operation. 

Finance for the incorporation to be made available 
by the Victorian Division and other State divisions if 
willing. Other approved initial expenses made avail- 
able, to be refunded after the initial stages, 1961. 

That registration be delayed for six weeks to ascer- 
tain other State opinion.” 

Mr. L. Jeffs, of South Australia, raised the question 
as to why all the initial Council members were Vic- 
torians. He felt that specific provision should be made 
for individual State representation. 

Mr. Boyd pointed out that this would be the desirable 
ultimate, but at the pregent stage the tentative Council 
us suggested could do more. There was a tremendous 
amount of ground work to be carried out, and it was 
very necessary to have members on the spot ~~ 
the initial stages. However, the Memorandum an 
Articles left the way open for the election and co-option 
of any interstate representative. To fix an arbitrary 
figure for State representation at present could lead to 
a certain amount of chaos. For example, provision could 
be made for three representatives from Ns. W., but sup- 
posing no one is interested, what then? That is the 
figure I have in mind ultimately for that State, but what 
would happen now there is no official hospital pharma- 
ceutical organisation there. I look forward to the day 
when every State will take its part in the development 
of Australian Hospital Pharmacy. Mr. Boyd in no way 
wished members to think that this new body was to be 
dominated by Victorians. 

Mr. Doran (New South Wales) felt that more specific 
provision should be made for a wage and industrial 
set-up under the Federal Arbitration Court. 

Mr. Boyd indicated that whilst such an action is pro- 
vided in general terms under the memorandum he saw 
no reason for specifically providing for such at this 
stage. A question such as this required careful analyses 
from all States’ point of view. There are many more 
important items at this part of our development. Policy 
common to all hospitals in Australia, uniform standards 
for departments, presentation of pharmaceuticals, action 
with Federal authorities for the recognition of pharma- 
ceutical chemists in Repatriation Hospitals in the Pro- 
fessional Division of the Commonwealth Service, an im- 
provement in their status, and many other Federal mat- 
ters under the National Health Act, ete. Work in the 
establishment of State Branch Committees in States 
where they do not exist. 

As there were no further questions, Mr. Frank moved 
the motion, which was supported by Major Hayes and 
carried. 

The interstate visitors expressed their thanks at the 
opportunity of being present, and congratulated the 
Chairman on his conduct of affairs. Miss Mavis Sweeney 
moved a vote of thanks, which was carried with accla- 
mation. The Conference conluded at 5.30 p.m.

UNIVERSITY COURSE FOR PHARMACY UNDER 
CONSIDERATION 


The Hobart “Mercury” for May 14 reported that the 
Council of the University of Tasmania decided recently 
to consider the institution of pharmacy as a University 
Department when plans were drawn up for 1964-66 
triennium. This announcement followed consideration 
of a request by the Pharmacy Board of Tasmania that 
educational standards for pharmz-:y be raised and that 
a two-year University course be established to ensure 
continuance of reciprocity on an international basis. 


The press announcement stated that a committee 
from the Faculty of Science had reported that the institu- 
tion of pharmacy as a University artment should be 
agreed to as a long-term objective. The course, it 
said, should be a substantial one of the order of two full 

ears of pharmaceutical subjects, in addition to First 
ear Science. 

It considered that the establishment of a Pharmacy 
Department should not take priority over the accommo- 
dation for existing departments in their new building. 


The Chairman of the Professorial Board, Professor 
E. J. G. Pitman, said the establishment of a Pharmacy 
Department would not be possible during the 1961-63 
triennium. He considered that some Technical Colleges 
had just as high a status as universities in some branches 
of training. 

Dr. D. W. L. Parker said that if and when a medical 
school was established at the University it would take 
pharmacy training under its wing.

Mr. Feher’s application stated that he is a pharmaceuti- 


cal chemist registered in Budapest, Hungary, and that 
he holds a Diploma of the Pasmany Petes University, 
Budapest; and is also a food chemist, holding a Diploma 
of the Commissary of Ordinance Supply, Budapest. Mr. 
Feher is a nationalised British subject, having lived in 
Australia for nine years. 

The Registrar advised that a recommendation was 
received from Dr. Burgin and Dr. Polya that Mr. Feher 
be told that he must (1) pass the examination in Practi- 
cal Dispensing (whether he wishes to do a year of this 
at the Hobart Technical College can be left to him); (2) 
pass in Posology, Toxicology and Forensic Pharmacy; (3) 
pass in Prescription Reading; (4) serve a period of one 
year full-time apprenticeship. 

It was resolved that these recommendations be ac- 
cepted, with the additional requirement that the period 
of apprenticeship to be served after completion of 
studies be served in an open pharmacy. 

A letter was received from Mr. J. D. 
Nicholson, asking if he could serve part of his two-year 
apprenticeship at a hospital Sveneney in India.—The 
Registrar was directed to advise that this would not be 
in conformity with the requirements of the Pharmacy 


Act. 

Relievers, Managers, etc-——Notice of Motion.—Mr. Lee 
gave notice of the following motion to be considered at 
the next general meeting: “That the Board give con- 
sideration to the possibility of imposing a statutory fine 
for non-compliance with the Pharma gulations, with 
special reference to notification of Relievers, Managers.” 

Finance.—Accounts totalling £61/3/8 were passed for 
payment. 

Financial statements for the year ended December 
31, 1959, together with the Auditor-General’s Certificate, 


were received. 

Pharmacy Act—Complaint re Dispensing.—Further to

Methylated Spirits, etc-—A letter was received from 
G. & A. Ellis Pty. Ltd., Ulverstone, regarding the type 
of container and label required for Mineral Turps 
Kerosene, Raw Oil, Shellite, Methylated Spirits an 
Weed Killers. The Registrar was directed to advise the 
requirements of Sections 19 and 17 of the Tasmanian 
Poisons Act 1916 with regard to Methylated Spirits and 
Weed Killers respectively, pointing out that the Board 
considered that Weed Killers should be supplied only 
in original containers. It was resolved that the balance 
of the items queried be referred to the Director of Public 
Health for reply direct. 

A complaint was received regarding the sale of Methy- 
lated Spirits in 26-0z. wine bottles by Wholesalers (Tas.) 

Ltd. The Registrar was directed to point out the 
requirements of Section 19 and to seek the company’s 
co-operation. 

Spirits of Salts——The Registrar was directed to write 
to the Manager of T. J. Cane & Co., pointing out the 
labelling requirements of Section 19 with regard to 
Spirits of Salts. 

Uniform Poisons Schedules——Mr. Stephens and Mr. 
McLeod reported on a meeting they attended with the 
Director of Public Health and three members of the 
Agriculture Department, representing the pesticides and 
veterinary division. 

Mr. Stephens stated that it was apparent from the 
se ey: of both bodies concerned that the Board 
still had a lot of preparatory work to do before the 
draft schedules could be introduced. Further meetings 
with both bodies would be necessary and they had 
assured the bodies concerned of complete liaison in 
order to achieve what was required.

DEATH OF CHEMIST 


Mr. John David Retford, 31 years of age, chemist, of 
Campsie, died from the effects of cyanide poisoning, 
self-administered, the Parramatta District Coroner, Mr. 
Lees, found in the Bankstown Court on May 26. Retford 
was found dead on the floor of his pharmacy on Feb- 
ruary 15. His father said that his son had suffered from 
hepatitis and also had polio three years before his death. 


CHILD POISONED 


Werning 


The Acting City Coroner, Mr. A. M. Hall, on May 20 
gave another warning against allowing children access 
to poisons. He had been inquiring into the death of a 
three-year-old girl who drank cleaning fluid. This case, 
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he said, emphasised the great need to keep dangerous 
substances away from young children. He found that 
Maria Provata of Balmain died on May 29 from the 
effects of Carbon Tetrachloride, accidentally self-ad- 
ministered. The police said that the child’s mother 
had taken her to her place of employment in Surry Hills, 
where she swallowed the contents of a bottle and died 
soon afterward. 


DOCTOR DEREGISTERED 


The name of Dr. John Alfred Porter, 29, of Mosman, 
was struck off the Medical Register on June 3, following 
a hearing by a medical tribunal. It had been alleged 
that the doctor took drugs for two years. He told the 
Tribunal he took drugs to ease tension caused by finan- 
cial and domestic worries. The Chairman of the Tribunal, 
Judge Monahan, said Porter could apply for registration 
again if he proved he was no longer an addict. He 
appeared to be making strenuous efforts to rehabilitate 
himself. 

In December last he was sentenced to three months’ 
imprisonment for drug addiction and the sentence was 
suspended on his entering into a two-year good behaviour 
bond. 


SALE OF TRANQUILLISING DRUGS 


The sale of tranquillising drugs in N.S.W. may be 
restricted if a report published in the daily press recently 
is correct. 

This report stated that members of the Poisons Advis- 
ory Committee would meet shortly to consider _—, 
sibility of limiting the sale of such drugs to medical 
prescriptions. 

Professor S. E, Wright, Professor of Pharmaceutical 
Chemistry, University of Sydney, is reported as saying 
that the sale of tranquillisers in Great Britain was now 
restricted to prescriptions. The Secretary of the Poisons 
Advisory Committee, Mr. G. R. Fleming, is quoted as 
saying that some tranquillisers could be bought over 
the counter from chemists. Taken as directed, there 
was no harm in them. They only became dangerous 
when taken indiscriminately. To supply to prescrip- 
tion would not necessarily stop indiscriminate use. 


NURSE DRUG ADDICTS 


The Sydney “Daily Telegraph” gave prominence dur- 
ing the month to a request by the State Hospitals Asso- 
ciation to the Minister of Health to form a special com- 
mittee to rehabilitate nurses who had become drug 
addicts. It was stated that official figures revealed that 
an average of one nurse a year is convicted on charges 
of misuse of drugs. A spokesman for the Nurses’ Regis- 
tration Board is reported as saying that his Department 
had no way of ch«cking the drug addiction rate among 
20,000 registered nurses in the State, except by Court 
convictions. 

The discussion arose at a meeting of the Executive of 
the Association when considering a letter from a district 
hospital board reporting that there had been misuse 
of dangerous drugs by a trained nurse at the hospital. 
The communication stated that this nurse was on a sus- 
pended sentence of three months and had been instructed 
to place herself under treatment. She had previously 
been bound over to be of good behaviour on a similar 
charge. In both cases it was alleged she had been left 
to sink or swim on her own devices. A member of the 
Executive declared that any cases of addiction should 
be investigated by a highly qualified medical board.

CHEMISTS “FORCED TO BREAK LAW” ON TRADING 


According to statements published in the press, phar- 
macists in King’s Cross were being forced to break the 
law to earn a living while providing the public with a 
service, a number of chemists said recently. 


They were commenting on a statement made in the 
Bankruptcy Court last Wednesday by a former phar- 
macy owner, who said that his takings had been halved 
because he was unable to trade at night. The chemist, 
Kevin O’Brien, of Cremorne Point, told the Court that 
a “blitz” by inspectors of the Department of Labour 
and Industry had caused him to close his shop at 7 p.m., 
because he could not afford to stay open and be fined. 

Recently chemists in the area said the bulk of their 
trade was between 4 p.m. and 9 p.m., and they were 
remaining open to serve the public despite the “blitz.” 

More than half of the 40 pharmacies in the Darling- 
hurst-King’s Cross area trade after the legal hour of 
7 pm. Owners said they could not afford to close at 7 

.m., as required by law. “If I did close then I would 

better off working for wages,” said the owner of a 
pharmacy in Darlinghurst Road. 


Customers From All Parts of the City 

“Resident’s of King’s Cross are used to being able to 
buy requirements at night. Many are single and work 
during the day, and have no one to do their shopping 
for them.” 

Other chemists said that people from all parts of the 
metropolitan area went to King’s Cross to have prescrip- 
tions filled. “Even their doctors tell them to come here, 
because it is the only area in Sydney where pharmacies 
are open,” one chemist said. 

Another chemist said: “We are staying in the shop 
and working with the door closed after 7 p.m. to fill the 
demands of the public. I have been fined £56 on 11 
summonses and have four more summonses to be heard, 
but I must break the law if I am going to make a profit. 


Pharmacies as First-Aid Posts 

Other points made by the chemists included:— 

High overhead to be met. 

Businesses bought for high prices on the assumption 
that late trading would continue. 

No extra charge is made for dispensing prescriptions 
after hours. 

Pharmacies are used as first-aid posts in an emer- 
gency. One chemist said: “Some of us do not consider 
we are breaking the law, as Section 114 of the Factories 
and Shops Act has not been fully tested. 

“This section sets out trading hours, and I believe that 
under it I can trade to provide the public with drugs 
and medicines required.”—(S.M.H., 13/6/60.) 


THE PHARMACEUTICAL SOCIETY OF N.S.W. 
ANNUAL DINNER 


The 1960 Annual Dinner was held on June 15 in the 
Holme and Sutherland Room, University of Sydney. 
Over 50 Society members attended the function, which 
is held to mark the foundation of the Society in 1876.

He recently addressed the first batch of 
students commencing the new course. Council was dis- 
cussing their employment to gain the atmosphere of 
pharmacy during vacations. 

At this point Mr. Hall read a telegram from Mr. Sam 
Morris, Publicity Officer, Newcastle and Hunter Vall 
Pharmacists’ Association, who wished the function well. 


He then called upon Mr. J. F. Plunkett to propose a 
toast to the guests. 

Mr. Plunkett first congratulated Professor Wright upon 
his elevation to the Chair of Pharmaceutical Chemistry. 
(Applause.) At a function held some months ago it was 
the intention to honour Professor Thorp, who has been 
such a great worker for pharmacy, but he was unable 
to attend that function, so tonight they extended to 
him their thanks and appreciation. He had always been 
a good friend. (Applause.) 


Tonight also Dr. Cook, President of the New South 
Wales Branch of the B.M.A., was present. The happy 
relations between pharmacy anil medicine were patent. 
He welcomed Mr. Gee, the President of the Dental Asso- 
ciation, and also Mr. Cameron, Under Secretary, Depart- 
ment of Health; Mr. Cosgrave, Registrar, Pharmacy 
Board, and Mr. Kelleher, Chief Pharmacist. (Applause.) 
To Mr. Cameron they extended congratulations upon 
his mention in the Queen’s Birthday Honours List (Mr. 
Cameron was awarded the O.B.E.). He welcomed Mr. 
C. G. Gostelow, President of the Pharmacy Board, and 
also Mr. Norman Orr, of P.D.L.; Mrs. Curry, the Presi- 
dent of the Association of Women Pharmaceutical 
Chemists’ Association, and John Gill, of the R.S.S.A.LL.A. 
Chemists’ Sub-Branch, also Mr. Landers, of the S.U.P.A. 


Mr. Plunkett specially mentioned Mr. Battri, who 
qualified when over 60 years of age. (Applause.) 

Responding, Professor Thorp said that he was 
credited with being a dilettante in nature. He had lit 
the S.U.P.A. candles, but they had economised on electric 
light by switching off the chandelier. It was very nice 
to come along and meet old friends.

Mr. Biggin said it was common knowledge that trans- 
port drivers took drugs to keep awake; that they 
were driven beyond physical endurance to become a 
menace to themselves and other road users.

Shadforth, 23, of Yarraville, was killed accidentally 
when his truck overturned and caught fire on February 
17, ten miles from Horsham. 

Evidence had been given that the driver could not 
have the correct rest period.

PRESENTATION OF HONORARY FELLOWSHIP TO 
SIR DALLAS BROOKS 


An Honorary Fellowship of the Pharmaceutical So- 
ciety of Victoria was conferred on His Excellency the 
Governor of Victoria, Sir Dallas Brooks, at an informal 
function in the Council Chamber of the College of Phar- 
macy, Parkville, on June 1. 

The occasion was of an informal nature. The presen- 
tation was made by Mr. F. W. Johnson, President of the 
Pharmaceutical Society, in the presence of members of 
the Council and representatives of other official pharma- 
ceutical organisations. 

Mr. Johnson explained that three classes of Fellow- 
ship were provided for under the Articles of Association 
of the Society. The first category were available to per- 
sons who passed examinations and were conferred as a 
reward for academic achievements. Relatively few 
graduates proceeded to the two years post-graduate 
course and examinations which were necessary. 

Fellowships Honoris Causa were granted only to per- 
sons who had been members of the Society for twenty 
years or more and had rendered valuable or distin- 
guished service to the profession. Not more than 20 of 
these were held at one time. Then there was a third 
group. Honorary Fellowships were awarded to persons 
outside of pharmacy who had rendered outstanding 
service to the community and either directly or in- 
— to pharmacy. Their number also was 
to 20. 

Mr. Johnson said His Excellency had shown great 
interest in the Society and had honoured it on two occa- 
sions. It was probably without precedent that the 
Governor of a State should set the foundation stone and 
officially open a building such as the new College. They

He had 
noted with great interest also the manner in which the 
Society had provided a wonderful new college for the 
teaching of pharmacy students, It was a great example 
of self-help. He congratulated the Council on the suc- 
cess of its project. 

Sir Dallas said he would shortly be leaving for the 
United Kingdom, and would be in a position to go into 
any pharmacy over there, display his Fellowship and 
demand any prescription. (Laughter and applause.) He 
was indeed grateful to the Council for having admitted 
him as a Fellow of the honoured profession of phar- 
macy.

Alexander Washington McGibbony 


It is with deep regret that we record the death on 
May 22 of Mr. Alexander Washington McGibbony, one 
of the best-known pharmaceutical leaders in the 
Commonwealth. 


Mr. McGibbony was born at Ararat in February, 
1884. He was educated at the Ararat Grammar School 
and commenced his pharmaceutical career by being ap- 
prenticed to Mr. Wild of Ararat. 


He qualified at the Victorian Final Examination and 
was registered in 1906. After qualifying he managed a 
pharmacy in Brisbane for two years and then ventured 
into business on his own account. He conducted phar- 
macies at Wedderburn, Eaglehawk and Bendigo. Then, 
turning to the city, he became established Collins 
Street East. 

Mr. McGibbony is best known for the active part 
he took in the formation and development of the 
Federated Pharmaceutical Service Guild. He was the 
first President of the Victoran Branch of the Guild and 
first Federal President. He was a member of the C 
of the Pharmaceutical Society of Victoria from August, 
1927, until October, 1934. He came on to the Pharmacy 
Board as a member in March, 1939, — * vacancy 
caused by the death of Mr. A. E. Sayer of digo. He 
retired from membership of the Board in 1958 because 
of failing health.

Tributes 


Mr. Eric Seott, Federal President of the Federated 
Pharmaceutical Service Guild of Australia: 


How will future pharmacists judge the achievements 
of A.W.? We are much too close to his impact on events 
to judge impartially. Posterity will have a chance to 
assess his value and place—the lists of the great. As 
one who was very closely associated with him, I am of 
the firm opinion that no chemist before him has had 
such an effect on his profession. His influence and 
ideals have altered the course of pharmacy and welded 
together all States in a common ideal and endeavour. 
Before his advent chemists thought there could be no 
federation of pharmaceutical thought and institutions. 
He altered all that and gave to the individual chemist a 
feeling that he was an integral part of his profession, 
and his decisions were just as important as any top 
official. This regenerated pharmacy and caused an up- 
surge of enthusiasm and vitality which is still evident 
today, 30 years after it was planted. A.W. was a 
baffling and eluding personality. To those who only had 
a passing acquaintance of him he would not make any 
great impact. You had to know him intimately before 
you found the qualities that were necessary for his 
remarkable achievement. To the passer-by he might 
have seemed to be an amiable and contradictory charac- 
ter, and this impression was hard to shrug off. His was 
not the arrogant, dramatic and dominating personality, 
and that was possibly why he succeeded. He rarely 
made enemies, but was able to go to any State and was 
accepted. 

His tenacity of purpose was remarkable. Once he 
had convinced himself of an idea as being necessary he 
never gave up until the idea was accepted. His idealism 
was the key to his character and the secret of his suc- 
cess. Determined to attain his goal of complete unity 
of thought and purpose amongst pharmacists, he never 
yielded. He would be subjected to powerful debaters 
who had different ideas and who thought they had con- 
vinced A. W. of their logic. He would seem to give 
way, but went on remorselessly with his own views 
until finally successful. 

A loyal and understanding friend, generous and kind, 
he was able to gather around him a trusted band fired 
by his own idealism, who carried his torch in every 
State. It will be a long time before pharmacy finds 
another man capable of his achievements, and who was 
possessed of only one thought—the betterment of his 
profession.

From A. W. McGibbony the whole Australian drug 
trade and especially retail pharmacy gained an accept- 
ance by the other of the place of each section, whether 
manufacturers, wholesalers or retailers. This came 
about from Mac’s inbuilt sincerity and selflessness, sup- 
porting his persistence in there being a sound form 
as the foundation of each plan he established for us. 
In this work he made over the years many good friends 
and we, although sorry at his passing onwards, are 
grateful for our satisfying memories. 

Mr. N. C. Manning, President of the Pharmacy Board 
of Victoria: 

It is only when a person works for a group or a 
society of people that the real challenges of life are met. 
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A. W. McGibbony compensated for being a childless 
man by deep interest in his kin, and by great service to 
his profession and the community. 

It is well known that Mr. McGibbony was one of the 
founders of the Guild, which, of its type, is one of the 
most successful organisations in the world. As Federal 
President he served the Guild uniquely during difficult 
formative years. 

The Guild is an ———— of master pharmacists 
who are, nearly all them, small shopkeepers. Any 
man who can organise such a body from scratch must 
possess patience, determination and skill. 

Towards the latter part of a very full life it was 
natural for Mr. McGibbony to “half-incline” from the 
commercial interests of chemists to the wider interests 
of the public. This was a period of Pharmacy Board 
work, where he displayed an untiring interest in poisons 
control. His work in this field extended to the Com- 
monwealth level, where his prodigious activity in the 
“Uniform Poisons” field led to recognition of his con- 
tribution by the Queen. 

Although often concerned with minutiae, he com- 
bined capacity and tenacity with great personal integrity. 

Mr. McGibbony was a real ge goed in Australian 

harmacy and was esteemed by all who worked with 


im. 

The life force burnt brightly in Mr. McGibbony. Visit- 
ing him in bed towards the end, I found him as keen 
as a new recruit concerning an agenda of a meeting at 
which I was to be his substitute. 

The Pharmacy Board of Victoria pays tribute to one 
who was a man, a faithful friend pharmacy, and 
whose work had the timeless quality of goodness.

The Victorian Department of Health, indeed Health 
Departments throughout the Commonwealth, owe a debt 
of gratitude to Alexander Washington McGibbony for 
his advice and guidance in the wider aspects of pharmacy. 

He was appointed by Sir Albert Dunstan to the 
original Advisory Committee of Proprietary Medicines 
and he served on this Committee until a few months 
before his death. 

He enjoyed the confidence of health administrators 
in every State and his work for the National Health and 
Medical Research Council in uniform poisons legislation 
merited an award by Her Majesty the Queen. 

Alexander McGibbony will be mourned by all who 
knew him. 


Mr. G. G. Jewkes, formerly Director of Pharmaceutical 
Services, Commonwealth Department of Health: 

As one who was privileged to work with A. W. Mc- 
Gibbony—better known as “Mac”—during the formative 
years of the Guild, I should like to pay my tribute to 
one of the most pleasant personalities I have met in my 
long association with pharmacy. I count it a privilege 
to have worked with him during many difficult _ 
connected with the development of the Guild. is un- 
assuming capacity, his unquestionable integrity, his clear 
vision of the goal, also his tact and good-fellowship all 
contributed to the successful establishment of the Guild. 

I should like to remind the younger members of 
the profession, who now accept the Guild as the spokes- 
man for master pharmacists, that it was the foresight, 
zeal and capacity of a small band, of whom “Mac” was 
the moving spirit, which created the Federal Guild. Had 
their vision not reached fruition the practice of phar- 
macy would not be in the strong position it is today.

He added that the matter cannot be debated 
further until an answer is received from the Minister 
and the Department of Health. 

In answer to a question, Mr. Scott said that there had 
been no reply yet on the question of availability.

meeting. 

Mr. Keith advised that the “discussion group” of the 
Society at its next meeting would be addressed by Mr.

Death of Mr. A. W. McGibbony.—Mr. Nichol said he 
had to report with deep regret the death two weeks ago 
of Mr. A. W. McGibbony. He said if members person- 
ally did not know Mr. McGibbony they would of course 
have heard of him. He was the first Federal President 
of the Guild. In him there was the man who was in- 
strumental in forming the Guild. As far back as 1925 
Mr. McGibbony had the idea of a Federal organisation 
in pharmacy. He pointed out that pharmacy would 
never get anywhere by small groups, but only with a 
Federal body. At that time Mr. McGibbony was in 
business in Dendigo. In 1927 the Bruce-Page Govern- 
ment was going to introduce legislation for National 
Health Insurance and a conference of representatives 
from all States was called together by the Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association of Australia. It was from that meeting 
that Mr. McGibbony and his friends from the Bendigo 
district were asked to form a Guild. This was brought 
about with the establishment of the Guild in August 
1928, and Mr. McGibbony was elected the first Federal 
hg ay He held that position until his retirement 
in 1947. 

Mr. Nichol said it would be seen from what he had 
said that Mr. McGibbony had the idea and he put it 
into operation. Great assistance was afforded him by 
the Federal Secretary who was appointed, the late C. L. 
Butchers. It was from the foresight and ambition of 
those pioneers that they had this Guild organisation to- 
day, of which they were all justly proud. Mr. Nichol 
said he would now ask the meeting to observe a minute’s 
silence to honour the memory of the late Mr. A. W. 
McGibbony. 

Mr. Phillips said he could endorse all that the Presi- 
dent had said. The late Mr. McGibbony had a good 
legal mind. He was well versed in Poison Regulation 
requirements, and it was certainly due to his foresight 
that the Guild was established and had developed to 
the extent that it had today.

Ethical Disposal Scheme.—Mr. Darrouzet reported that 
this move had met with a good response. One country 
member had two items for sale, and 12 chemists had 
written to him for these items. There were a few diffi- 
culties to be overcome in the workings of the scheme, 
but at least it showed promise and it is interesting to see 
that it was being used. 

Meeting of Action Committee.—Mr. Nichol said it was 
some time since the Action Committee of the Merchan- 
dising and Publicity Scheme had met and he thought 
it advisable that a meeting be held shortly. It was 
agreed that this meeting take place on June 22. 

Mr. Delahunty’s suggestion that Mr. Bowly and Mr. 
Lowe from the advertising agency be present to par- 
ticipate in the discussion was endo: , and it was 
agreed that Mr. Bowly and Mr. Lowe should be invited 
to attend. 

Ready Reckoner.—The Secretary reported that the 
Ready Reckoner compiled by Mr. Chater, showing Guild 
prices, pensioner prices and Guild and pensioner prices 
for grains or minims was due to be reprinted, as 
was becoming exhausted. It was resolved that a reprint 
be procured. 

Annual Meeting.—It was agreed that the annual meet- 
ing be held on Tuesday, August 30. The President said 
it had been usual for past annual meetings to have a 
guest speaker.

The Pacific Islands, North and South America, Europe 
and England provided examples. Several denomina- 
tions were represented and provided much variety in 
the slides devoted to interiors both in furnishings and 
in colouration. 

Perhaps the most striking slide could be said to be 
the stone carved camel on its knees with only the head 
through an “eye” similarly carved out of stone. 


At the conclusion, the President of the Pharmaceutical 
Society, Mr. D. J. Penhall, thanked the speaker for his 
address and stated that all present had enjoyed the talk, 
and were very appreciative of the excellent slides. 


On Sunday morning the Convention was officially 
opened by Professor G. M. Badger, of the Organic 
emistry Department of the University of Adelaide. 


Professor Badger reminded those present that he had 
similarly opened a previous Convention two years earlier 
when acting as deputy for Professor Jordon. 


He spoke of the great changes in the study required 
of persons desiring to become pharmacists during the 
past 200 years. 

Today, principles only were ta and these had to 
cover a wide spectrum of knowledge. In Adelaide, the 
move started in 1957 for a degree course had gained 
momentum; hence, the present plan to move the Phar- 
macy Department downstairs in the Darling Building in 
order to have room for development. 


As in other callings, the financial burden of education 
had become too heavy for the professional society to 
carry, hence the move towards greater integration with 
the University. 

Professor Badger pointed out that the width of topics 
listed for the Convention showed the ramifications of 
Pharmacy. 

Mr. Penhall thanked the Professor for his remarks 
and his close interest in the education of students. 

Although the gathering was not numerically large, it 
was all that could be accommodated, and some who 
wished to attend had of necessity been refused. He 
specially spoke of the presence of several country phar- 
macists, including Mr. Oswald (Port Pirie), Mr. 
G. Martin (Minlaton), Mr. L. Manning (Tailem Bend), 
Mr. > F. Williams (Penola) and Mr. R. Francis (Border- 
town). 

The first guest speaker was the Administrator of the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital, who has been in Adelaide 
only 12 months. 


Mr. K. Treagus took “Modern Trends in Hospital 
Organisation” as.the title of his address, and illustrated 
it with coloured slides. 

He stressed the fact that the modern hospital was 
organised for the benefit of the patient with the ancillary 
of the control of wasted labour with its inevitable cost. 
The days of large wards were gone. Today a sister had 
eharge of about 12 beds located in two small rooms. 
Quick changes to meet variant needs, privacy and en- 
hanced efficiency thus came about without increased 
cost. 


Today wards were constructed to be served from, and 


by, departments dealing with food, linen, drugs, etc., 


so that plenty of stock was always in hand. Wide doors 
enabled patients to be transported whilst still in their 
own beds to and from operating and other theatres. 


Mr. Treagus stressed that the recovery of patients 
from physical ills was now recognised as largely de- 
pendent on their mental condition: much attention was 
therefore given to avoiding the “case” or “number” 
outlook in favour of a “person” with both physical and 
mental aches, pains and fears. 


He reminded his listeners that religion and medicine 


fession: subsequently they had been separated. 

Over the last 50 years there had been a partial return 
by the inclusion of chapels in hospital buildings, and 
more recently by the appointment of a full-time salaried 
chaplain. 

The Queen Elizabeth Hospital had pioneered this 
movement in Australia. The salaried chaplain did not 
replace the denominational visiting ministers. They 
worked together. 

Another major advance had been made in the organis- 
ation of the social life of the staff and the introduction 
of patient participation in cinema shows and like events. 


The staff thus knew patients as individuals, particu- 
larly those who had been in the hospital for a long time. 
These were allowed to have members of their family 
around their bed or chair whilst attending an enter- 
tainment. 

The effect on the recuperation had been amazing, 
because of the increased zest so given: the burden that 
was otherwise a tedious protracted wait to get well, 
involving both personal and family worries, had been 
much lightened for many patients, as up to 50 had been 
able to attend some evening entertainments. 


Mr. Penhall, in thanking the speaker for an unusual 
but most interesting talk, spoke of the new light which 
had been thrown on hospitalisation. The questions, 
mainly from country pharmacists who were members 
of their local hospital board showed the very great 
practical value all present had derived from hearing 
the speaker. 


_ Dr. J. D. Rice then spoke on “Recent Developments 
in Gynaecological Treatment” and emphasised the grow- 
ing realisation that all women of under 25 years of age 
should have routine X-ray examinations in order to 
detect positive cancers as early as possible. Such exami- 
nations differed in principle in no way from the well 
established and very effective X-ray examinations for 
tuberculosis. 

The speaker then dealt with the growing use of sex 
hormones as decidines, effect on the various 
functions of the body and on daily life. 


The effect of some hormones on the voice, hair growth 
and sex change, etc, was explained in some detail, 
with particular reference to their relative potency. 


Inter-sex, overlapping sex were also explained. 


The speaker handled in a lucid manner the lar 
number of questions which followed his talk. m 
Penhall had to call a halt and thank him for the time 
he had devoted to the Convention. 

After the luncheon interval the afternoon session was 
opened by the Vice-President of the Society, Mr. K. D. 
Johnson, who announced that Mr. B. L. Reynolds, the 
new Senior Lecturer in Pharmacy at the University, 
would be the first speaker. 

Mr. Reynolds spoke on the topic of— 

“Some Pharmaceutical Uses for Surface Active 
Agents.”—-Mr. Reynolds discussed the importance of 
reduction of interfacial tension at the solid/liquid and 
ee interface in the production of pharmaceuti- 
cal dispersions. It was characteristic of all surfactants 
that, in very small concentration, they caused a very 
marked lowering of interfacial tension at the air-water 
interface. The reduction of interfacial tension becomes 
constant at the concentration at which 
the molecules of surfactants aggregate to form micelles. 
The phenomenon of micelle formation could be exploited 
for the solubilisation of many non-polar substances in 
an aqueous vehicle. 

The importance of hydrophilic/lypophilic balance of 
surfactants was discussed, followed by a critical survey 
of the main groups—anionic, cationic and non-ionic. 
Methods of modifying hydrophilic/lypophilic balance in 
molecules were then brienfly discussed, with particular 
reference to the newer non-ionic surfactants.

The second lecturer was Dr. G. F. Donald, Derma- 
tologist to Queen Elizabeth Hospital. 


He spoke on two topics: (a) Modern treatment of 
tinea and (b) side reactions of the antihistamines. 


The first topic was illustrated by a large number of 
slides which gave an excellent idea of the condition of 
skin afflicted with various types of skin disease. 


Dr. Donald stated that until recently there had been 
no efficient means of treating tinea infections of the 
skin. In tinea capitis it is very doubtful if the natural 
history of the disease is influenced by local medication. 


He spoke of advances with antifungal antibiotics, 
their uses and limitations. Griseofulvin had provided 
a major advance. The drug is given internally in doses 
of around one gramme daily according to age. This 
medication is — with shaving and washing with 
soap and water all to a rigid timetable. Salicylic acid 
in cremor sorbolen aquosum A.P.F. plus a bonnet or 
cap were recommended as being the external treatment 
of choice. Apart from the cost of griseofulvin therapy, 
the main disadvantages are headache, nausea and 
diarrhoea. 

Dr. Donald also spoke of ringworm and the problems 
associated with the correct diagnosis of skin infections. 


In dealing with antihistamines the speater stressed 
the fact that a epcney large number of skin re- 
actions developed from the topical use of these drugs. 
He stated that such use required the most careful 
consideration and suggested that antihistamines should 
not be used in topical applications at any time. 

Questions came freely. The speaker provided ade- 

uate answers. These discussions became so prolonged, 
that the Vice-President, Mr. Johnson, had to intervene, 
express appreciation to Dr, Donald, and close the Con- 
vention quite late in the afternoon. Those present then 
adjourned for afternoon tea. 

Altogether it was a most experience and 
a tribute to the organiser, Miss Zita Walsh, a member 
of the Council of the Society.

He was of the 
opinion that the summary submitted to the last meetin 
by Mr. Lipsham had covered the position very well, an 
there was nothing further he could add in the circum- 
stances. The Registrar advised that Mr. Lipsham’s sum- 
mary had been affixed to the minutes as directed. 

Apprentices.—Galenical Exercises: A progress report 
on correction of galenicals was received from the check- 
ing officer. The relevant points were discussed. 


Inexperienced Worker's Licence.——Mr. McCarthy re- 

orted that he had discussed the matter further with 

r. Lipsham, and, as a result, submitted the following 
statement :— 

1. Clause to be included in indentures from 1961 
onward:— 

The following suggested clause had been de- 
cided upon, based on the regulations under the 
Act relating to persons with unrecognised qualifi- 
cations, who were required to undergo a period of 
pupilage. The suggestion submitted was:— 

“Clause 4(g): That the apprentice will, on 
attaining the age of twenty-one years, immedi- 
ately obtain and maintain in force during the 
said term, a licence as an inexperienced or slow 
worker within the meaning of the Industrial 

Code, 1920-1953.” 

2. Apprentices who would reach the age of twenty- 
one years before the expiration of their current 
indentures, excluding those who entered indentures 
in 1960, were covered by a transitory clause: 

It was considered that Clause 3 (e) and Clause 4 of the 
indenture covered this position by the agreement in 
the indenture between the employer and the apprentice. 

The report was received and it was resolved that the 
proposed new Clause 4(g) set out be adopted for in- 
clusion in indentures in 1961 and onwards. 


Overseas Application.—Letter to a migrant from over- 
seas who had made personal application for considera- 
tion of application, asking him to furnish an original 
certificate and other documents authenticating qualifica- 
tions as a pharmacist overseas. The Registrar reported 
that no reply had been received and he was directed to 
remove the item from the agenda.

“That as the Commonwealth Government is already 
receiving a substantial discount from private rates in 
the reduction of mark-up from 50 per cent. to 33% = 
cent., this State Branch Committee does not believe that 
an alternative must be found, but that the Pricing 
arrangements must revert to those applicable to Phar- 
maceutical Benefits prior to 1/3/60.”
